as he thought no man able to 
do what he had done, ſo he 
judged none worthy to. perpe- 
tuate his Memory, and to 
Write as he Fought, but him- 
ſelf.

HIS moſt flouriſhing Iſland 
Britain, 1s bounded on the 
South. with rwormandy and 
France; on the Eaſt, with 
Germany and Denmark, ; upon 
the Weſt, with Jreland, and 


. Wthe Atlantick, Ocean; and on the North, with 


the Deucalidon S2as, The length thereof, from 

he Zzard-point Southward in Cornwall, to the 
Straithy-bead in Scotland, containerh 624 mules 3 
the breadth, from the Lands-end in Cornwall in 


the Weſt, unto the Ifland Texet in the Eaſt, 


containeth 340 miles. It 1s fited under the 924, 
and 1319 Climates of the Northern temperate 
Zone ; infomuch, that at the Summer Sollitice, 
in the Northern parts of Scotland, there is no 
N!ght at all , but only an obſcure twilight, 
A Country it is for Air mild, for Soyl fruitful, 


and for length of Days pleaſant and delightful: 


in Winter the abſence of the Sun is relieved, 
with the warmth of its invironing Seas 5 and 
in Summer the heat 1s moderated by frequent 
ſhowers and S:a-winds. 


® 
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O happy Britain ( ſaid the old Panegyriſt) 
and more blisful than all other Regions ! Na- 
ture hath inriched thee with all commodities 
of Heaven and Earth, wherein there is neither 
extream cold in Winter, nor ſcorching heat 
in Summer ; whercin there is ſuch abundant 
plenty of Corn, as may ſuffice both for Bread 
and Wine; wherein ars Woods without wild- 
beaſts, and the Fields without noiſom Serpents: 
Bat infinite numbers of Milch-Cattel, and 
Sheep weighed down with Fleeces ; and that 
which 15 moſt comfortable, long Days and 
lightfom Nights. And as our Engliſh Lucas 
ſings, 


The faireſt Lard that from ber thruſts the reſt, 
As if ſhe car'd not for the World beſide; 
A World within ber ſelf with wonders Bleſt. 


This Queen of Iſlands was at the firſt calle 


Albion, either from Albion Marcoticus who eat- 


ed himſelf herein, or ab albrs rupibus, from the 


white Rocks appearing towards the Coaſts of 
France, or from Olbicn, fignitying rich or hap- 
py, in regard of its fertility, temperature, and 
riches. Next, It was called Britaiz , eithe! 
from the two 3Brit:jþ words Pryd and Cain 
which fignifie Beauty and White, or from tht 
Greek word mTpvrTarae hgnifying Mettals, witl 
which 1t aboundeth, or trom the Briziſh word 
Bryth, that is, painted, ſtained , colour! 
( the Inhabitants of old uſing to dye their bo- 
Cics with Woad) to which the Gree{s added 
7.7i4, (that is, a Region) thence called 3: iicnr 
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[int or Britanie. At laſt,. The Southern and 
ſt part of it ( from the Angle-Saxons then in- 
habiting it ) was called 4ngle-Zani , now 
England, which ſaid part of Zritain, is bound. 
ed on the Eaſt with the Germane, on the Weſt 
with the Jriſh, on the South with the Zritiſh 
Ocean, on the North with tne River Tweed, 
and 2 Line drawn from it, to the Solway Weſt- 
ward. The longeſt day in the Northern part 


of England is Seventeen hours and near Thirty 


minutes; and the thorteſt day in the moſt 
Southern part thereof, almoſt Ejght hours 
longs Englands dimenſion 1in length , from 
Berwick to the cands- End 1s 386 miles, in 


| breadth from $:nudwich to the Lands-Fad 279 3 


in compaſs ( by reaſon of the many Bays and 
Promontorizs ) about 1300 miles. 

England, in the Komans time, was divided 
lato Britznia prima, Containing the South part 
of Eneland, Britania ſecunda containing the Wee 
ſtern part, now called wales; and Maxima Cz 
ſariexfis containing the Northern parts beyond 
Trear, The firſt of theſe 1n the Britains time 
belonged to the Arch-Bithoprick of London, 


the 24. to the Arch-Biſhoprick of * Caerleon, * Glamgre 
and the 34. to the Arch-Biſhoprick of 75. gan 


The Britains, or firſt Inhabitants of this 


Iſland, were derived from the Gauls, as both —— 


their Speech , Laws, Cuſtoms, and Buildings 
manifeſt, The Story of Brnte with his Trojans 
Conquering this Ifl:nd in A. M. 2887, or when- 
ever elſe, ſeems to be only a Fable of Geofry 
of Monmouths framinge Amongſt the Ancient 
Frit&jins , none ſave the better and more civil 
| B 2 fort 
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ſort did wear any cloathing. They painted their 
bare bodies with ſundry PiQtures, comes. 
all manner of living creatures, flowers, an 
the heayenly bodies, conceiting ,: that this 
made them appear the more terrible to their 
enemies. About their Waſts and Necks they 
wore Chains of Iron, ſuppoſing them to be a 
goodly Ornament. The hair of their heads 
they wore long, which was —_— curled; 
all other parts they ſhaved, ſave the upper-lip, 
Of all the Provinces, the XentiſhWere ihe moſt 
civilized perſons, by reaſon of their converſe 
with other Nations in Trafficking and Mer- 
chandizing. Their buildings were many, and , 
like to thoſe of the old Gauls ( French) poor 
rude Cott2ges, yet did they give the name of 
Towns to certain cumberſom Woods, which' 
tiey fortified with Rampiers and Ditches, whi- 
th:r they made their retreat and reſort, to ef- 
chew the invaſions of their enzmies. The K0- 
mars firſt taught them to build their Houſes of 
Stone. 

Their Wives were many, Ten or Twelve 4- 
piece, wiich they held common among Parents 
and Brethren ; yet was the Ifue reputed his on- 
ly, who frſt Married the Mother when fhe was 
a Maid, The Children they brought up 1n 
common amongſt them, Their diet was ſpare 
and mean , being Barks and Roots of Trees, 
and Milk, alſo a kind of food they had no big-' 
ger thna Bean, after rh? eating of which, for 
a conſtiertble time they did neither hunger nor 
thirſt, They eat likewiſe Veniſon anJ' Fruits.

3913, and before the birth of Chriſt Fifty four 
years, the fortunate Romans under the conduct 
of Fulius (ſar firſt took footing in Britain a- 
bout Deal ; and ſo welcom was the news of Cx: 


ſars landing in Britain to the Roman Senate, 


that they decreed unto his honour a general

Conſtamine the: eldeſt, whoſe part was Britains 
France, Spain, and part of German), thinking 
himſelf wronged in the diviſion, ſought to 1n- 
large his own Dominions upon the frontiers of 
his Brother Conſtans ; but was encountered and 
ſlain , when he had held his Territories the 
term of Three years. Then / on(tans ſeized his 
Dominions, adding them te his own ; bur he 
living luxuriouſly, was ſlain by one of his 
Captains, and then Conſtamius became ſole 
Emperor. In whoſe time Gratiznus the Father 
of Y:lemtinian the Emperor was general of the 
Army in Britain. a min ſo ſtrong of Limb, that 
no five men could pluck 2 Rope out of his hand 
by all their force, whence he was firnamed Fue 
#3rius, the Roper. Conſtantius dyed of a Fea- 
ver declaring Fulian his Heir. 


Ulian the Apoſtate, was the Brothers Son of 
\ 0:ſtzntine the Creat. He was exccllcntly 
Learned; and 1n his younger years fon love 


A. D. 351. with the Chriſtian Religion { atleaſt in thew ) 


that he rook upon him the Othce of a Deacon, 
Reawing in publick ro the People the Sacred 
Scrip.ures ; but by the Rh-torick of Zihanius, 
Was ſ{ziuced to Hcathentim , and by degrees 
became a deadly enemy to the Church of 
Chriit, His temperance was to admir3 10n, 
Foth as to his Apparc) , Lodging and Dy-t. 
He would often 1ay,. that it was the late: y of 
his lite, thac he : cyer had any War with his 
Belly.

Whilit Conjtan- 
tins lived, he diſſembled his Religion ; bur he 
dead, then he ſet open the Temples of the Pa- 
gan gods, repaired their Altars, and defaced 
the Monuments of the Chriſtians, 
n figure of Chriſt erect-d at ceſarea Philippi, 
he cauſed to be broken down, inſtead thereof, 
placing his own Figure that 1t might be wor- 
ſhipped ; but it was ſuddenly deſtroyed with 
L'ghtning_. 

The Chriſhans he forbad the publick Schools 
and ſtudy of the Arts and Tongues, jzſting a- 
way the reaſon of this injuſtice with ſcoffs, as 
ne-J1d the reſt, faying, © That fince Plato, A- 
'"riſtotle and Ifocrates 24Jored Mercury and the 
* ethzr gods, he hc14 it abſurd, that the Chri- 
ftians ſhould learn from their Books, whoſe 
Religion thzy condemned and loathed. When 
Re at any time ſeized upon the Goods of the 
Chrittians, (which he oft-times did upon ſlight 
pretences ) he would ſay, he did it thac they

Edmond having 
that part that lay coaſting upon France; Canute 
the reſt, But the Traytor Duke Edrick,, with

He remitted that heayy Tribute of Forty 
tiouſand pound yearly, gathered by the'name of 
Dae. gilt, Which had been pay'd for forty years 
continuance, out of the Lands of all, the Cler- 
grexcepted ; Becauſe ( ſay our ancient Laws ) 
"te King repoſed more confidence in the pray- 
as the holy Church, than in the power of 
lrmtes.

Robert Duke of Normandj, His Mother 1066, 


Arlotte (a Skinners Daughter) when the was 
great with him, dreamed that her bowels were 
extended and dilated all over Normandy and 


Britain, And as ſoon as he was born, being. 
laid on- the Chamber-floor , with both his - 


hands he took up Ruſhes, and held them faſt 
therein ; which things were taken for preſages 
of ' his future greatneſs, He began his Reign 
Oftober 14, A. De. 1066, and was Crowned De- 


cembey 2 5 on the ſame year, by 4ldred Arch-Bi- 


ſhop of York , the Engliſh Biſhops and Barons 
ſwearing Allegiance to him 3 and himſelf ta- 
king a ſolemn Oath to defend the rights of the 
Church, to eſtabliſh good Laws; and to ſee 
juſtice uprightly adminiftred. © After which, 
he applied himſelf to ſecure his n2w-obtained 


Kingdom ; and the better to aſſure the South of 


the Land, he took his way towards 7cer, that 


ſo he might command the Seas frum Enemies - 


arrivage, and over-awe the Kentiſh a moſt 


itrong and populous Province. But Stigand 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and Eglefire Abbot:

And acco:- 
dingly, not long after, he entred France with

for fear of death fled thither , he ſhould be 
freed from all puniſhment : And that it ſhould 
be lawful for the Abbot of that place to de- 
liver any Thief or Robber from the GayJows, 
if he ſhould chance to paſs, where: any ſuct 
EXecution was in hand. Ar Selby 1n Yorksbire 
he. founded the Abby of St. Germans, at Exe 
ceſter the.

1/ Hiam firnamed Rufus , notwithſtanding a p: 
= that Xobert Curtoiſe his eldeſt Brother was 1087; 


living ; yet by the mediation and aſffiſtance of 
Linfrank Arch-Biſhop of (anterbury and Wol- 
flane, he gained the voices of the CounceL, and 
was Crowned, 4. D, 1087. But Odo Biihop of 
Bajeux (to take revenge for his ſufferings under 
fn the 
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William Rufus. 
the Conqueror) inftigated Duke Robert to re2 
pair into England, and recover his right, which 
he promiſed ſhould ſoon be affefted. Now 
Robert, that Money, the finews of War, might 
not be wanting for the carrying on of this de. 
fgn, mortgaged the Province of Conſtantine to 
his Brother Henry ; and with him many of. the 


Engliſh ſided, william on the other. hand by | 


fairly promiſing to aboliſh the over-hard Laws 
made by his Father, and to take off the Taxes 
and Impoſts, drew the people generally to 
ſand in his defence ; by whoſe aids he regained 
divers ſtrong holds that the Nobles 'had ſeized 
for Duke. Robert. He alſo beſieged Kocheſter 
wherein Odo was, from which fiege he tent 
forth his Proclamation throughout the Land, 
commanding all. men to repair thereto, and 
that whoſoever would not, ſhould be reputed 
a Niding. A word fo difgraceful and hateful 
to the Engliſh ( ſignifying a Coward or baſe. 
hearted fellow.) that. made multitudes haſt 
with all ſpeed to that ſervice, Waereupon the 
Caſtle was yielded, and Odo baniſhed, and his 
goods confiſcated, But whilſt theſe- things 
were aCling, \Kobert Duke of Normandy Landed 
at Southampton, and very ſhortly returned again 
into his own Territories, upon his Brother 
Wiliams promiſe to pay him Three thouſand 
Marks yearly, and to reſign the Kingdom to 
him, or his Heirs at his death, About this 
time Zanfrank Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury dyed, 
and the King kept that See yacant above Four 
years. So did he by many other Eccleſiaſtical! 
promotions, and ſet to falc the rights of the 
| "0 Oy I Church, 
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William Rufus. 
Church, preferring thoſe therein that would 
ive the moſt ; and yet his exchequer became 
neyer the richer. He was wont to ſay, That 
Chriſts bread ts ſmeet, dainty, and moſt delicate 
for Kings. His Brother Roberts Territories 1n 
Normandy he invaded , taking diyers ſtrong 
holds and Caſtles, inforcing Kobert to make 2 
Peace with him. After which, theſe two Bro- 
thers unite their forces againſt their Brother 
Henry. But he fearing after=claps, had ſtrong- 
ly fortified the Caſtel of Mount St. Michael in 
Normandy , wherein they beſieged him. In 
which time of Siege, King Williams life was in 
oreat hazard ; for ſome of the beſieged fallying 
forth, william more boldly than wiſely rode 
againſt them, and a Knight: encountring him, 
flew his Horſe under him, and had ſlain him too, 
had he not made himſelf known by his yoyce. 
Whereupon the armed men with great reve- 
renc2 took himup, and brought him another 
Horſe, when the King not ſtaying for. the ſtir-

When 
(eur de Lyon perceived the certain a proach 
of death, with contrition, confeſſion and par- 
tic1pation of the Sacrament, he prepared him- 
ſ.if for another life, and dyed of his wound, 
Afril 6, A. D. 1199. And accorcirg to his 
comranJ, his Bowcls wer? iuricd at (harron 
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3mongſt the rebellious Poifovins, as thoſe , 
v.ho had only deſerved his worſt parts; his 
heart at Roan, as the City, which for her con- 
ftant loyalty had merited the ſame; and his 
Corps were inhumed at Font-Everard, at the 
teet of his Father, to whom he had ſometime 
been diſobedient.

tage he delivered the Prince into his Uncls 
hands. Then the King of Scots procurca ſore 
diſturbances ; bur an 2ccord was inortly m: 90, 
the two Kings of 7#2{2:4 and Scotland Cxearine 
fithful love to each other upon the Crofier of 
Arcibilhop Zubert. Preſently after which, theſe 
two Kings, with the King of Sous! Wiles, Ex- 
prefled their great humility, by helping to car. 
ry the Corps of gh Biſhop of Lincels , on- 
their ſhoulders to the place of interment. Then 
the Clergy diſturbed the peace, oppu7ning the 
Kings Royal Titlz to a Bensfice, locking the 
Church-doors ag2inft his Praf. ntee, ſ:orning 
his Princely Letters, fencing. the Church with 
armed men againſt his Officers , afſz1ling his 
g H 3 Sheriff 
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SheriF, movirg the Pope to excommunicate all 
their oppoſers; yea, cauſcd the King himſelf 
to be accuſed to the Pope for a Tyrant, The 
whole Ciſlercian Order denied tne payment of 
a ſubfidy granted the King. The Canons of Lix- 
coin refulced to accept of him for their Biſhop, 
whom the King had appointed in the place of 
him deceaſed. Zniert Archbithop called x; Ge- 
neral Councel in his Province without the 
Kings permiſſion, and then ciidained the Kings 
prohibition.thereof, The Lay-Pecrs they came 
in alto to a& a part, and at a time when the 
King ſtood 1n need of their help againſt the 7 0i- 
FPovins 3nd French, refuſ.d to attend the King 
in his Wars agaialt theme. Howbeit King Fokn 
put forth to Sea, arrived 2n Normandj, and 1n 
pattc] overtirew his Nephew Arthur, and by 
valour recovered all the Provinces which had 
Tevolted; Prince Arthur, and all the Peers of 
-oifou, abore 290 French Knights and others 
of command, he took priſoners. Not long aftcr 
which, young Arthur dyed, not without ſuſpt- 
tion of violence. Which gave freſh occaſion 
to ſome of the diſaffefted Peers to bandy againſt 
the King, whom the King of #raxce now Citcd 
as his Homager for the Dukedom of Normans), 
to appear at a ſct-day to be tryed by his Peers 
upon point of Murder and Treaſon. And King 
Fobn not appearing at the appointed time, was 
by the King and Peers of France difiqherited 
and condemned, and according to the ſentence 
they proceeded againſt him ; and what by the 
Kings remiſneſs, the treachery of his people. 
3nd power of his enemies, he lolt a great ye” 
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of his ſtrongeſt Towns and Caſtles in the 
French Territories. But the Delinquent Peers 
and Barons King Fohn put to their Fines 3 and 
for the carrying on of the Wars againlt Fr.xce, 
had a Subſidy granted him, which moved the 
people to think hardly of him. The Kirg of 
France, who had been too ſuccesiul of late a- 
galaſt the Engliſh, ſent a br..ving Champion 0+ 
ver into England to jultifie by Ducl his pro-ceds 
in K, Fobr's Frexch Domin:ons; with wrom 


Fobu Curcy Earl of Uiſter undertook to corm- 


bate. This Curcy was a man of g ant like 
lunbs and ſfirength, and of ſome corait:ons not 
deſpicable, had they not been ſavag: a wich too 
much rudeneſs: Which appeared no: ouir in 
his wild ſpeeches touching the Kings r1t-utage 
ot his Nephew Arthur 3 but even then, when 
the King demanded of him whether he would 
combat 1a his quarrel : anſwered, No, notin_ 
tay quarrel, nor for thy ſake; yet for th: King- 
coms right I will fight to the deith, But thus 
the Freach Champion never pu: him to ; for 
hearing oi the Earls. exccilive fee:1ng, and 
ſtrength antwerable thereto, the A7»fieur 
lneak'c away into *p.in, as aſham'd to th:w his: 
ſace a2ain in France, OF Earl Curcy 'tis fur- 
ther ſaid, That when the two Kings of Frarce 
and England met togetier upon a Trace 1 
France, K. Philip h.ying heard of Curcy, and 
that he was inthe Fngliſh Camp, requeſted 0: 
K. Fohn that he might ſee ſome experiment of 
his ſo much feared an1 famed ſtrength. Waere- 
upon an Helmet of excellent proof, fuil- farcel - 
with Mayl, was ſet upon a-Wooden block :

But 
for all tius famous Champion, K. Philip by de- 
erecs gairdail ln Normantly, even Roan 1t ſelf,

ſ=s hap: nin through the default of ſome of 
the E:c/ifp Peers and Prelaees. For when the 
King was in readineſs to take ſhipping for Nur- 
mans, 2ubers the Arciibilhop forvad him pro- 
C224139 in the yoyage: the Peers alio again 
refaſed to attend him : Wherefore the King put , 
many of his Earls, Barons and Knights, yea,anc 
Clergy-men alſo, to a grizyous pecuniary Ie- 
demption ; - and Hiberts Wealth ang PoſieHions 
( who cycd the faie year ) the King (ized on.

ſcribed to a Charter, whereby he reſigned þ 
Kinzcom to the Pope : Profefling he Hd 7 
neithiy throuth fear or force, but "of his own 
tree witl, as hzving no other way to make ſi. 
S100 to God and the Church for bs s of- 
ence, And that from: that time forward ht 
Would hoid his Crown of the Pope, paying 1 
penſion annual of a Thouſand Marks, tor the 
Kinzdoms cf Exclind and Jreland. Pardulps 
39W 2aving cot what he came for, haſtens 1nto 
France, there to dilyade Pit; ip from proceed» 
1c7 againſt King Fri , as biing becom? 2 
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obedient and reconciled Son to the Church, 
But Philip, who was of his holy Fathers mind, 
not caring for K. Fohs's repentance, but his 
Crown, in grett choler profcſſed , That ſirce 
the Pope himſelf hal ſo far thruſt him on, hes 
Legats ſuggeſtions, no nor kis threats of excommus=- 
ration, ſhould not withdraw him from his intex= 
tors, Tn which refolution, calling his Peers

tendince, t.ll he was afſoyled of his Excom- 
munication, and that their. priſtine liberties 
grantzd them by Zenry the firit were reſtored,

promiſing his faithful afliſtance to them, Here- 
upon the King makes his appeal to Rome, pre- 
ſenting the Pope with rich preſcats; in aniwer 
to which, the Pope ſent onace the Biſhop 
of Tuſculum, Who wrought with the- Kinz to 
corroborate the conveyance of his Kingdoms to 
the Pope ; unto which the King yielded, Bur 
the Archbiſhop of Crterbury oppoſed himſelf 
againſt it, with whom the Peers of the Land 
joyned, avowing it to be an execrable thing 
ro the whole World, And in a full Parlia- 
ment 1t was Enacted, That ſince the Xing coul4 
nor Without conſent of Parliament bring bis Realm 
ard penple to ſuch thraldom; therefore if the 
Pope ſhould in the future attempt any ſuch thing 
again, with life and livelihood he ſvould be with 
ſtood. The Pope hearing of this, not only 
conceived exceeding hatred againſt the Arch- 
biikop; bur ſent alſo his authentick Letters 
for repealing the InteraiQt , upon reſtitutioh 
of 1300 Marks more to the Prelates, and that 
but by equal portions of five years paymen:.. 
And now the King paſſzd into MeifFou which he 
reducead, thence 1nto Britain, where his Poido- 
vVizs, according to their old cultom?, provea 
falſe ro him to his great detriment. T he while 
his Barons they play Rex at home, renewing 
their confederation, and binding themſelves 
with an Oath at the High Altar at St. Edmon4d;; 
Eury, That they would purſue the King with 
Arms, till he thould cosſent to the Charter of 
Liberties, granted by Henry 1/7. So that the 
King was inforced to return into England, 
where, when come, they c2a;lenged this Char-

thmm the utmoſt of their defires, not only for 
ltderties ſpecified in 2agna Charta, and Charts 
Foreſt,r, but alſo for a kind of rule in the go- 
rernment, by 25 ſelefted Peers, to Whoſe

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Cinrters were made voyd, the King and Barons 
accurſed, if either of them obſeryed the com- 
poſition made at Ceuncel-Mead, And irom 
Flanders , Goſcoin , Brabraxt, and other parts, 
ſuch competent- aids came in, as incouraged. 
the King, after Three Months ſecrecy, to ſhew 
himſelf in the face of his Enemies. His Hoi 
he divided info two parts; with the one, con- 
ducted by himſelf Northward, he every-where 
ſubdued his Rebels, as Iikewiſe did the Earl ct

0 Kizg , faith he, hevinz power of himſelf to 
aierate bis Kingdom, Xs John eſpecially , who 
being never lawful King, h4.1 no power ts diſpoſe 
thereof 3 and that it was an error aud pernicious 
example in the Pope, ani an itching luſt after 
anew kind of Domination, Mis Peers ſwore, Tit 
trey would ſpend their blood, yather than ſuffer 
that 4 King ſrould of himſelf, or with a few 
fatterers, paſs over his Crown, and enthrall lis 
Notes, eſpecially to the Pope, who ſhoull jollow St, 
Peters fleps , to win ſous, and 19 i9 medidle 
with Wars, and mirders of mens bodies. And 
Prince Lewis declared , That he would chuſe 
rather t9 Le excommunic.ited by the Pope, than 10 
fufifie his promiſe to the Engliſh Barons” S0 
without more ado, he ſpzedily ſet forth for 
r1glznd, with his Fleet of 60n Ships, and 80 
Boats, Waich coming to ſhore in Kerr, the 
Barons joyned forces with him, King Foba 
whoſe Army confilted moſt of ſtipendiary For- 
retgners, thought 1t beſt for a time to forbear 
Barrel with Lew# , and not to commit his

whole fortunes to the hazard of their ſudden 
detection ; therefore drew towards Wincheſter, 
Lewis marching forwa:3 towards London, ta- 
king all the ſtrong-holds 1n his way (excepting 
Dguer Caſtle, Kept by the v2liant and faithful 
Hubert de Burgo, ) London Tecelved Lewis, the 
Citizzns ſwearing truth to him, ſo did the Ba- 
rons at Weſtminſter, Lewis ſwearing to them, 
That ke would rejtore all men their right, an. re- 
cover 19 the Crown what ever bad been lojt oy K, 
John, All or molt places where the Frercs 
Prince came ſudmitted to him. At Odiam Ca. 
{tle indeed ( wherein were but 13 Engiith 
men) Lewis aud his whole Army, was not 
only braved 15 days; bur alfo fallying fort: 
upon them, every one took an enemy, furren- 
dring the Caſtle at laſt upon honourable terms. 
K. Fobn in- other parts of the Realm, with a 
very conſiderable Hoſt ruined the Barons Ca- 
ftles and poſi:fions, Bur ſerting forth from 
Lys in Norfo;; (where for their faithful ſcr- 
vices he beſtowed large Franchiſes, and his 
own Sword, and 2 gilt Bowl) with a full refo- 
In:ion to give 7enis Battel ; as he was pafing 
the Walſhes, with his Army and Carriages to- 
wards Lincols{:ire , all his Carriages, Trea- 
ſures, aad Proviſion were irrecoverably loſt, 
himſelf and Army hardly eſcaping. And now 
by this time, the Barons were ſtruck with ſom: 
remorſe to ſze their Native Country by their 
procurement to be ſo miſerably waſted, and 
2Micted; and which grieved them the molt was, 
that their faithful ſervices tv Lewis, were but 
fſghtly regarded by him at preſent, and were

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like to be 11] repayed in the. future; for. 
Viſcount De Alun a Noble Frenciman, had 
on h1s death-bed privately diſcoyered to them, 
how that Lewis had ſworn, That if ever Erg- 
lards Crown was ſetled. on his head, he would 
condemn unto perpetual exile all the difloyal 
Barons, aS Traytors to their Sovereign, 2nd ex- 
tirpate all their kindred. Forty of the Barons 
therefore preſently addreſſed their Letters of 
ſudmiſſtive ſuit to the King, but he was dead 
vfore the Mcflengers came, Some ſay he dyed 
of 2 Flix, ſome of a Surfeit; but the moſt re- 
port, that he dyed of Poyſon; for K., 7obr 
coming, ſay they, from the Waſhes to Swin- 
fred Abby, and there taking notice as he ſat at 
meat, of their too prodigal proviſion , he 
fore, That if he lived but half a year longer, 
re would make one half-peny Loaf as dear 
35 twelve. To prevent which, a Monk pre- 
krted him with an inyenomed Cup, taſting 
trit thereof himſelf, ſo becoming- the wicked 
altrument of his own and Sovyereigns death, 
0:06.19, 1216, He was buried at Worceſter.

but the Earl of Daurbar .coming with an ex- 
ceſlive number of Scots, took Aot>ſpur and his 
brother priſoners. 

A. D. 1396, Peace was concluded with the 
French, the .Scots and Spaniards being included 
therein. And in Sefpiember, 1397, a Parliament 
called The Great, (for the extraordinary num- 
ber of Peers and their retinues which came 
hereunto) was held at London, wherein the 
ſanctuary of former Laws, and all particular 
Charters of .pardon were taken away from 
Thomas Dube of Gloceſier, the Earl of Arundel, 
and others for their trezſonable praftiſes; and 
21 the Juſtttiars who ſtood for the King were 
cleared from diſhonour, and ſuch Articles as 
they had ſubſcribed were publickly ratifyed, 
and the? offenders again't them pronounced 
Traytors.

The Duke of Gloceſter (whom, as the peoples 


darling, it: ſeemed not ſafe to bring to a pub. 
lique Tryal) was ſecretly ſmothered with pil.

at this Parliament created himſelf: Prince of 


Cheſter, and to his Eſcutchcon-Royal added the 
Armories of Edward the Confeflor; his Couſin 
Henry Earl of Derby he made Duke of Hereford, 
and adyanced the Titles of many other Nobles. 
Not long after which, Zenry Duke of Hereford 
accuſed Thomas Mowbray Duke of Norfolk, for 
ſpeaking certain words to the Kings diſhonour, 
which Mowbray conſtantly denying, it ſhould 
have come to a combat within Liſts, but the 
King ended the controverſy otherwiſe , by 
baniſhing Norfolk for ever, and Zereford firlt 
for ten years, then for fix only. In the year 
following the Duke of Lancaſter dyed, when 
the King unjuſtly ſeized upon the goods of that 


"mighty Prince his Uncle, and determined to 


baniſh for ever his ſon the Duke of Hereford, 
now Duke of Lancaſter by his Fathers death. 
But whilſt King Richard was in Ireland to quality 
a diſturbance there, Zenry Duke of Lancaſter 
and Hereford lands in England with what forces 
he had, pretending nothing bur the recoyery 


of his inheritance, To him there repaired 


the Earl of Northumberland, his fon Zot-Spnr 


and Earl of Weſtmoreland, with many _ 
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Multicudes offering their feryice to him, as 
pitying his calamity, and exaſperated againſt 
the King, becauſe to furniſh his Jriſþ yoyage 
he had extorted moneys on all hands, and had 
caken up carriages, viduals, and other neceſ- 
ſaries without any recompence. 'The Duke 
of Lancaſter with an Ariny of about ſixty thou- 
ſand marched to Briſtol, beſieged the Caſtle and 
took 1t, and therein two Knights of the Kings 
Councel, Buſhy and Green, whoſz heads were 
cut oft at the requeſt of the rabble. 

The Duke of Tork whom King Richard had 
l:fr behind him to govern England, could gain 
but ſmall affiſtance againſt Lancaſter, nor could 
tne King at his return into England find many 
friends, therefore he betook himſelf to a parly 
with his enemies ; the ſum of his demands be- 
10g, That if himſelf and ejght more whom 
he ſhould name, might have Honourable al- 
lowance, with the aſſurance of a private quiet 
life, he would refign the Crown. This was 
promiſed him: whereupon he put himſelf into 
the Duke of Lancaſters hands, who conducted 
im out of the Weſt to Zondon, where he was 
lodged in the Tower. And now a Parliament 
is ſummoned in the Kings name to be held at 
Weſtminſter, 10 which Parliament King Richard 
was charged with the breach of his. Corona-

atchieved Enterprize. When the King had con- 


!t!inued at Zarflew about fourteen diys he mar-

Caux and Eu, towards Cail;s; in which march 
the French uſed all their endeavours to enda- 
mage him : for beſides many skirmiſhes, they

Port le Kemy 3 but finding that alſo guarded, he 
Kept along the River to Zargeſt, the French Ar- 
my marching on the other fide. Therefore ne 
Aill marched on by the River fide, till he came 
to Bathen-Court, Where he got over his feeble 
and wearied' Army, proceeding on his march 
till he came to 4z3i»,or Agin-Conrt, which was 
npon Odob. 24, where the French ina field of 
advantage purpolcly choſen, had pitched their 
Banner-Royal, with aninfinit2 Hoſt, exceeding 
the Enelijh fix times in number, ſome ſay ten 
times. King Zexry now ſ-eing himſelf ſo far 
engaged. and many of his men ſick of the flux,

What elſe hz had won, and to mike ſatisfaGtion 
for the harnis done in Fruace , ſoas he might 
have liberty ſafely to depart for (l/s: to 
which th? Conſtable and Marſhal of France 
were willing ; but the young Princes and No- 
bles rcfaſed all conditions ot Peace. And afſu- 
Ting themſelves of victory , they before-hand 
diſpoſed of the Fngiiſh Priſoners, prepared a 
Chariot for the captive King, diyided the prey, 
commanded the B21ls to bz rung 1n- the adja- 
cent Cities and Towns, and taanks to be given 
to God that had delivered the Enemy into ſuch 
a place.

2place of adyantage : ſent to King Zenry to 
know what rafiſome he would give : ſent. for 
King Charles and the Daulpkin to come in their 
perſons to the battel , that fo thzy might have 
the honour of the Victory. Aud ſo bold were 
the French upon their numvers and great 
ttrength, that they ſpent the night before the 
battel 1n Feaſts, triumphs, and ſperts ; but the 
Engliſh more wiſely in preparing themlzlyes for 
the tzht.

and inthe beſt hour of the whole jear. Sir T-0ms 
Erpingham, an old experienced Solaier, with 2 
Warder in his hand, led the way ; who when 
ne ſaw time, threw his Warder up into the air, 
whereat the whole Army g:ve a great {hout, 
The French kept {ill te r own ground ; which 
the.undaunted Ez2:ih perceiving, they advan- 
ced towards them, giving ancther ſhout ; when 
:mmediately the Archers laid in the Meadows, 
darkned the Air with a ſhowr of Arrows, ard 
the Engliſh Army fell on with admirable cou- 
rage. the moſt of them alſo for nimblenels be- 
ing bur halt cloathed, without hat, 2nd bare- 
leg'd ; ſo behaving themſclves, that the Frezch 
Vantguard was inſtantly diſtreſſed, and difor- 
dered into ſuch a confuſed preſs, that they were 
not abl- to uſe their Weapons at any advantage. 
Their Wings which afiayed to charge upon the 
Enzlijh, were broken, and forced back for 
ſafety to their Main Battel, where they brec 
both fear and. confuſion. And thoſe Frenct 
Tro09p> 
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Troops which purſued the Archers (who gave 
back as if forced to flye ) came on with their 
Horſes on the ſpur upon the jaws of deſtructi- 
on: for falling by multitudes on thoſe goring- 
ſtakes (left by the Archers on purpoſe) they 
were miſerably overthrown and panched: to 
death , the Engliſh ſtill on all hands hotly pur- 
ſuing their adyantages. Againſt whom the 
Duke of Brabant advanced ( hoping by his ex-

paſſed, but nothing was concluded, waich aid 
not well pleaſe the King of England: wherefore 
.ready 
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ready to depart, he thus ſpoke te Burgimly. 
Couſin, I may not well digett this refuſal; but 
be ye aſſured, that either 1 will have .. your 
Kings daughter, and all my deinands, or elic 
I will banith both you-and them out of France. 
You may ſpeak your pleaſure, anſwered the 
Duke ; but before you ſhall thruſt us out of 
France, you ſhall be weary of the-enterprize. 
The Treaty thus broke, Burgundy reconciled 
himſelf with the Daulphin., and Henry dil- 
pleaſed herewith, proſecuted the War more 
iharply, ſet upon Ponthois the laſt of Fuly, and 
in few hours gained the Town, wherein great 
ſpoils fell to the Souldiers ſhares, The news 
of this made King Charles to remove his Court 
from Paris to Troys in Champagne, whillt Henry 
went forward with his intended enterprizes, 
he and his Generals winning many ſtrong-holds. 
And to make the more way for the Engliſh ſuc- 
ceſſes, the Daulphin and his Mother the Queen 
tel] at great yariance, when the Queen by the 
procurement of Burgundy (the King being very 
inhrm) was made Regent of France, whoſ2 
temale authority, and the hatred to her own 
Son the Daulphin, did not a little prejudice 
the Crown of France. And to the greater 
advantage of the xngliſh the Daulphin kill:d 
the Duke of Burgundy, whereupon the Queen 
and young Duke of Burgundy perſwadzd King 
Charles to difinherit the Daulghin his Son, and 
to glye the Lady Katharine in marriage unto 
the King of England, which accordingly w:s 
done, and a.peace was concluded betwixt the 
ro Kings of Znglard and Frazce.

A. D. 1414, Sigiſmend the Emperour came 
into England, defiring to make peace betwixt 
the two Nations of France and Ez2lind, but 
when that could nor be efteCted he entred into a

The firſt diſadvane 
r2g< that beielthe Er reliſh Cauſe after the Jate 
Ki: $5 ceceate *, was the death of Charles the 
French King, W! 0 ſv7yived Eenry but 53 days; 
for the imbecilitics of this Prince were 2 
iirengti to the Excliſi ;-on the other fide, the 
Infancy of young Eenry Was an advantage to 
7 cuns- Charles, by them of his party now cal- 
led King of France, though by the Engliſh he 
was Called only King of Berry, becaule littie 
e:ſ: Was ft unto him. . Howbeit now he ſeeks 
to enlasge his Dominions, having received Aids 
from Italy and Scotland. And not far from aa 
Town of Yerneil, his and the Regents Force 
joincd battel, when the Fngliſh inured to rn 
irexen Wars, having born the firſt heat of their 
enemies encounter, by perſeverance utterly 
broke them, and put them to flight, The Regent 
hinſelt fought moſt fiercely , winning unto 
himſelf a laſting Honour. On the enemies part 
was ſlain the Conſtable and Lieutenant of 
France, 
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France, the Earls of wigton and Yantadour, with 
adout five thouſand others, Priſoners taken, 
was the Duke of Alar;0n himſelf, with about 
two hundred others of ſpecial account.

A D. 1435, that famous Patriot and Gene- 
ral John Duke of Bedford, dyed at Paris, Upon 
rvhich many 'Foveyns voluntarily yeilded, and 
'Multitudcs of the French forſook the. Engliſh to 
joyn vvith Charles. And though the Engliſh 
Forces then- in Frauce yvere not altogether 
llothtul. yer through a fatal ſecurity or negli- 
Tence, or both, at home, there vyas not ſpeedy 
tifhciencies of refiitance miniitred.xichard Duke 
ot ' York, vvas created Regent of France ; but 
before he arrived there, Pari.vyas loſt by the 
treachery.of the Citizens, Feb. 27. 1436. And 
Philip Due of Purgundy novyy in perſon gives 
proof of his diſafte&tions to the Engliſh, bring- 
ing his Forces before the Toyvn of Calts; for 
the 7c11:f of vyhich:place the Protector Hun- 
phrcy- Duke 6 Glocefter patled vunh a great 
Army : but Z:rgundy had vynhdravyn his Foi-s 
<e3 Þ:fore the Dake arrived... Hovybeirt ths 
Dake took ſore revenge on aim, by vvalting 
part of. his Dominiens 3; Which done, he vviti 
honour returned to his Charge in: England.

parts to determine theſe bloody differences 
berwixt the Nations of France and Englend , 
whereupon a Truce was taken by the two Kings 
for eighteen months. 

A. D. 1444, was King Henry married with - 
Margaret the daughter of Renate Duke of Anjou 
and Zorrain, In which marriage , ſay ſome, 
begun the mournful Tragedies of our Country: 
For after this-day, the fortune of the World 
began to- decline the King; ſo that he loſt his 
Friends in England, and revenues in France, for 
ſhortly all was ruled by the Queen and her 
Ccuncel , to the great diſprofi: of the King 
and his Realm, and to the mauger and oblo- 
quie of the Quecn her ſelf, who had many a 
wrong and falſe report made-of her. 

A. D. 1447, Good Duke Fumphrezs death 
was eftefted. Hz: was much hated by the Queea 
and her party, as the only man who by his 
prudence, as allo by the Honour and Autho- 
rity of his birth-and plzce, ſeemed to impeach 
t:1:t Soyeraign Command , which they pre- 
tended to fſcttle inthe King, but meant indeed 
(as the manner 1s under ſoft Princes) to reign 
themſelves. in anotners names . Many great 
Lords were drawn on (at the time of- a Par- 
iament then holden at+: Sz. Edmondsburz) to 
concur ior his deſtrutton;: not percetying that 
:hereby they pluckr up the flood-gate, at whicit 
tas Daxe of . Tori, - quid cnter,}, This great . 

Eos | Lauks . 
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Duke being come to attend in this Parliament, 


was Arreſted of Hizh Treaſon by 7obn Lord 
Beaumont High Conſtable of England, the 


Dukes of Buckingham, Sommerſet and others; 


and to guard him certain of the Kings houſe- 
hold were appointed: but 1t was not long be- 
fore he was found dead , whoſe budy was 
ſhewed to the Lords and Commons, as if he 
had died of a Palſey or Impoſthume. His ſer- 
vants Sir Roger Chamberlain, Richard Middleton, 
Thomas Herbert, Arthur Turſey Efquires, and 
Richard Nedham, Gent. were condemned of High 
Treaſon, and had this unexampled punithment, 
They were drawn from the Tower to Tyburn, 
there hang'd, let down quick, ſtript naked, 
mark'd with a knife to be quartred, and then 
a Charter of Pardon for their lives was thewed 
by the Marqueſs of Suffolb, Thomas Wild the 
Dukes f{crvant alſo being condemned and par- 
doned, had for a preamble in his Letters 
Patents words importing, That he had b:en 
one among many other Traytors againlt the 
King with Duke Fumphrey, who went about, 
and practiſed to deliver Z!czzor late wite to the 
Duke out of Priſoo, for:which purpoſe he had 
gathered a great power and number of men 
to come to the Parliament at Byry, there to 
have ccntriyed the Kings deſtruction, Such 
was the end of this great Prince, who by the 
people of  En.111d was thought to be doubly 
murdered, by detraction and deadly pradtiſe, 
He was not only a true Lovcr of learned men. 
but himſelf was alſo learned and a Father ot 
ms Country. And-noy the whole frame of 
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foyernment ſeemed to repoſe it ſelf on the 
Queen, ' and ſuch Favourites as the King by 
her commendations liked. 

The affairs of France were negleed, And 
the Duke of rork, perceiving the King to be 
ruled, and not to Rule, began ſecretly to al- 
lure his friends of the Nobility, and privily 
declared to them his Title ro the Crown, as 
likewiſe he did to certain Goyernours of Cities 
and Towns, Which attempt was ſo politickly 
and cloſely carried, that his proviſion was 
ready, before his. purpole was publick. The 
very ſtate of things inyited this fatal con= 
ſpiracy, there being now a milder King than 
England was worthy of, a Councelout of fa- 
your with the people, manifold loſſes and 
dithonours abroad, a turbulent and jealous 
condition of things at home. Of all which 
the Duke of York made his beſt uſe, cheruthing 
the popular diſcontents, and inſtead of ſeeking 
to redreſs any evils 1n the State, he repreſented 
them to be worſe than they were, thereby to 
ripen that breach of Loyalty in the hearts of 
men, Which his ambition wrought upon, In 
Frauce matters went on very unhappily on the 
Enzliſh fiec; For the Duke of Sommerſet during 
the Truce, ſufiered a Town of. Britain to be 
ſurpriſed, denying reſtitution thereof, che- 
riſhed his Souldicrs-in their riot and diforders. 
The French therefore making thus their exam= 
ple, ſurprized Town aiter Town till they had 
gained all Normandy, and. within few years 
extorted the Dutchy of Gaſcoign out. oi. the Eng- 
lib poſitſhon.-. = 
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In the mean time the Duke of York raiſed

And 
at a Parliament holden at Weſtminſter, many 
Articles were exhibited by the: Lower- Houſe 
againſt th: Duke of Suffolk, wherein he was 
charged with' evil demeanor, Miſpriſfion and 
Treaſon, and committed Priſoner to the Tower, 
from whence he was diſcharged within a few 
weeks after; 

About this time Adam Molins Brhop of Chi- 
cheſter and keeper of the Privy. Seal - (a wiſe 
and ſtout man) ſtood in the Duke of rorbs way 
to the Crown; therefore he procured him to 
be ſlain at Portſmouth by certizin-Ship-men. And 
in a P.rhament holden at Leiceſter the Duke 
of Suffelk, a principal pillar of King Fenrics 
fafety, was ſet at- again by the Torkijts, They 
charge that for a crime on him (namely the 
delivery of * Azjou and Main) which themſelves 
had untverſally in a former Parliament afſented 
unto and ratified. This they - proſecuted ſo 
efteQually, (though-unjuſtly) againſt him, that 
he was condenmed to be baniſhed for five 
years; but in his way to baniſhment he was. 
by ſome imployed on purpoſe, taken at Pover- 
road, where they ſtruck oft his head at the 
fide of a Cock-boat: cor was his death mucit 
lamented of the people, becauſe he was 
thought to have becn a private actor in the 
death of the Noble Duie of- Gloceſter, Now 
the Yorkiſts having thus rid Syfolk out of the 
way, think :t-no unfit time to begin to put 
thai dcefigns 1n. praiſe ; fo. inzuee the Com- 
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mans of Xext to make an Inſurre&tion,The Cap= 7obn Kemp. 
tain of the Rebels was a Villain named Zack AsB. Cant, 
Cade, whom ſome by contraries called Fobn 4- CSF WV 


mend-all. Their demands were, That the Duke 
of York now in-lreland might be called home; 
and that he, with ſome others whom Cade na- 
med, might be principally wſed in Council : 
That thoſe guilty of go8d Duke Humphrey's 
death, might receive due puniſhment; That the 
Grievances of the pzople might be redreſfed. 
Theſe Xentiſh Rebels ( with whom others from 
Eſſex joined ) after they had committed ſome 
outrages in and about London, as in beheading 
the Lord $ay Treaſurer of England, Mr, Cro- 
m:r High Sheriff, plundering many of the Citt- 
zens, &c, upon the King's Proclamation and 
aſfurance of Pardon , returned to their own 
homes, Bur Cade afterward attempting to raiſe 
new troubles, was ſlain by Mr. Edan a Kentiſh 
Gentleman, The Duke of York, finding; the hu - 
mours of the popular body fitted for his pur- 
poſe, came ſuddenly out of Ireland, and confe- 
derated with divers Nodble-men to take the 
Crown from #enry's head, and to ſet it on his 
own, Howbeit their pretence 1n taking arms, 
was only for the reformation of the State, pro- 
feſſing that they meant all honour and obedt- 
ence tothe King 3 Which King A#erry and his 
Friends, chiefly the Duke of Somerſet, could 
not believe: Therefore an Army- was prepa- 
red, and alſo advanced againſt the Yorbiſts. Bur 


before the Armies came to engage in fight, by. 


fuch that ſecretly favoured the Duke of York, ,

{:]f. Whereupon Yorb was for a tlin? put un- 
der reſtraint, till in St. Pay!s Church in Zor.lct, 
vefore the chief of the Nobility, he took a fo- 
lemn oath to be a true, faichiul, and obediout 
libdjetunto Kino Herrye 

A.D. 1452, Fon Lord Tilbet, firit Earl 0: 
Shrews burz of that Fain, with an A ry W-5 
{-at to regain Gagoin.Prirdeaux her felf yelldes 
to this great Soldicr:Whence he went to reiteve 
Chaſtilion; but chargin;, the Ecemy upon much 
unequal terms, was there f]ain in the fi:19, to- 
gether with his Son the Viſcourt iſle. 

Atter which bartel, when the flames of inte- 
Itine War began to flaſh out in rnglcud betwixt 
the two Families of Yor> and Lancaſter, the 
Martial men of Engiard were called home out 
of France, to maintain the Faftions here: At 
which time a French Captain ſcoflingly asked 
an Engliſh man, When they would return agatn 
into France > To whom the Engliſh man feeling- 
ly and upon a true ground anſwered, When your 
ſms ſtall be greater and more grievous in the ſight 
of God than ours are wow. A.D. 1453 , the 
Queen was deliyered of a Son, who was na- 
med Edward. 

A.D. 
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A.D. 1454, the Duke of York, in deſpight 
of his ſacred Oath ſo publickly taken, raiſed 
arms againſt the King, marching with his for- 
ces towards London. Againſt whoſe coming, 
Eiog Henry prepared an Army, with which he 
advanced to St. Aibars, where a ſharp battel 
was fought, and the Royal party worſted. On 
the Kivgs fide were fl:in the Duke of Somerſet, 
Earls of Northunberliud and Stafford, Lord 
Clifford, with ſundry worthy Knights and E- 
quires. The King himſelf was ſhot into the 
neck with an arrow, taken priſoner, and con- 
veyed back to Zozdon; where, in 7ulz ummedi- 
ately following, a Parliament was holden, the 
precurſor whereof was a Blazing-ſtar, which 
appeared In Fuze, extending its beams to the 
South, The firlt popular AQ of this Aſſembly, 
was to reſtore the memory of Duke #umphrey to 
honour, declaring him to have been a true ſub- 
ject to the King and Realm. The next was to 
tree the Yorkijts from treaſon as to their taking 
up of arms. In this Parliament the Duke of 
Yerk created himſelf Proteor of England, the 
Earl of Salibury his great Confident, was made 
Lord Chancellor, and the Earl of Tarmich (S4- 
Lisbury's Son) Captain of (/alis. They fpared 
as yet to touch King Henry's life, becauſe the 

zople did wonderfully eſteem and reyerence 
him for his holineſs. But that they ( the York- 
iſts) might with the more facility uncrown, and 
at Jaſt kill him, they by degrees workt out his 
ancient Councellors, and placed of their own. 
creatures 1n their rooms. | 

And now the French encouraged by our 1n- 

| ward 
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ward diviſions, landed at Sardwich Fifteen 
thouſand men, where they did ſome ſpoil,” then 
departed, Another part of them burned Foway, 
and ſome other towns tn Devonſhire. 

A. D. 1458, the Lords met at London to com- 
poſe all quarrels, bringing with them great 
troops of armed attendants , which through 
the great vigilancy and providence of the then 
Mayor of London, Godfrey Bubcin ( Queen Ann 
Bulleins Anceſtor ) dutifully kept the King's 
peace. This Mecting of the Lords ended 1n a 
Compoſure , though it continued but a very 
ſhort time before both ſides made preparations 
for War ; and at Blore-Zeath they came to bat- 
te], which waslong an. bloody ; but at length 
the worſt of the day fell to the Kings ſide. How- 
beit not long after, the Kirg put the Yor{iſts 
to flight 2t Ludlow, which town was ſpoiled to 
the bare W.lis. 

In a Parliament holden at Covertry,the Duke 
of York , Earls of March, Silisburr, Warwict , 
R'tland, and others, were attainred of High 
treaſon, and had their whole Eſtates confiſca- 
ted. But on Fuly 9 1460, at Northampton WAS 
the fatal battel, where Aerr;'s Forces vvere 
utterly broken and vanquiſhed , through the 
treachery of the Lord Grey of Kuthen, vyho quit 
his place, and fed to the Yorbiſts. The Duke 
of Buckingham , Earl of Shrensbury, Viſcount. 
Beaumont, Lord Fgrimond, Valiant Sir Y7Yilliam 
Lucy, vvith many others or the Kings Friends, 
vvere ſlain ; and the King-himſelf fell a prey 
into his enemies hands , vyho carried him to 


London, vvhere a Parliament begun 006.8, At 
vyhuch. 
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which Parliament Richard Duke of Norb made 
his claim to the Crown, publiſhing his pedi- 
| gree to thera on this ſort, namely, That Lionel 
third ſon of King Edward the third, had Tue 
Philip his daughter, who was married to Ed- 
mond Mortimer Earl of March, who had Iflue 
Roger Earl of March, who had Iſſue Edmond 
Earl of March, Roger , Anne, and Eleanor , 
which ſaid Edmond, Roger, andEleanor, died with- 
out Iſſue, and Arne the Heir of that Houſe was 
married to Richard Earl of Cambridge (the ſon 
of Edmond Duke of York, fifth fon to King E4- 
ward the third,) which ſaid Earl of Cambridge 
had Richard now Duxe of York. He alſo al- 
Jedged, that the deſcendents of 7ohn of Gaunt 
fourth ſon and younger brother to Lionel, had 
hitherto holden the Crown-of Englazd unjuſtly, 
for that himſelf the ſaid Richard Plantageret 
Duke of York was the lawful Heir, being the 
ſon of Richard Ear] of Cambridge and Anne 
aforeſaid. Whilſt this weighty controverſy 
to whom the Crown of rizht belonged was 
under dzbate, a Crown which hung for an 
Ornament in the middle of the roof of the 
Room, where the Knights and Bnrgefles met 
to conſult, and alſo the Crown which for lik? 
cauſe ſtood upon the higheſt Tower of Dover- 
Cſitle, both fell ſuddenly down, which were 
vulgarly conſtrued to be of 11! portent to King 
Henry, The concluſion of the Parliament 
concerning the Crown was, That Ferry ſhould 
enjoy it during life, and thzn it ſhould remain 
to Richard Duke of York , and his Heirs, 2nd 
King enries H2irs to be for ever excludede 
Vere 
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Whereupon the Duke was proclaimed Heir 
Apparent, But this-whil? the Queeti was 
gathering forces in the North, reſolving 
if poſſible to maintain the poſfleſſion of a 
Crown, and to ſecure it for her[ſon. The 
Duke of Yorb therefore with an Army march- 
eth againſt her, and necrunto wa{efeld both 
Hoſts join batte!, where the Queen at length 
gained the Victory, The Duke himſelf with 
divers men of account were ſlain in the fizht, 
and the' Ear) of Salrsbury was taken prifoner 
and beheaded. And now Edrard Earl of arch 
the fon of Richard Duke of York, takes upon 
him to maintain the quarrel, and at Zortimers 
Crols neer Ludlow , he ſet upon the Queens 
Army. At which time there appeared three 
Suns, which ſuddenly joyned into one, Tz 
Battels maintained themſelves with great fury, 
but in the end Arch obtained the Victory. 
There were taken Sir Gwen Teder or Tiidor 
(Father to Jaſper Earl of Pembrobe ) whom 
Earl Edward cauſed to be beheaded, Taken

A,D. 1461, Both Armies met and ingaged 
:n fight at St. Albans, where the Quzens fide 
won the d2y, and recovered the King, whom 
the ?oriifts had brought along with them from 
Tonion. Howbeit the 7ondozers itood wholly 
for the Earl of 27rch (whoſe preſence and 
carriage made him amiable amongſt the people, 
cipeciaily women) and at his return to London 
rom th2 f2ht, proclaimed him King of Zng- 
ark 
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King Herries Tue was only Edward, He was 
2 Prince free from pride, given much to 
Prayer; well.-read in the Scriptures, Chart. 
table, ſo chaſt and modeſt, that when certain 
young women preſented themſelves before him 
in a Mask, with their hair looſe, aad bare 
breaſts laid out, he immediately roſe up and 
ceparted with theſe words, File, fie for ſhame, 
_— ye are to blame, He took all injuries, 
rhereof he recetved plenty, ſo patiently, that 
« not only did not ſeek to revenge them, but 
gave God thanks that he q1d fend them to pu- 
nith his fins in this life, that hz might eſcape 
ouniſhment in the life to come, Toa Rygian 
that ſtruck him on the face whillt he was 
»>riſoner, he only ſaid, Forſcorh, YOU are to 
blame to {trike me your anointed King. Not 
long before his death, beiug demanded why

rafly he replied, my Father was King cf 
England, quietly enjoying the Crown all his 
Reign; and his Fathcr, my Grancaſire was alſo 
king of Engiazd, and I cv2n a Child 1n the 
Craal2, was proclam?d and Crownzd King 
without any interruption, and fo h=1d 1t iorty 
years well-neer, all the Startzs doing homage 
t:to. me, as to my Anceltors. Ther.fore 1

A.D. 1474, Was an Interview at. *Piquigny 
in France, of th? two Kings of Fngland and 
France, Where falling into complemental con..

King Edwards return into England as he was _ 


hunting in Arrow-Park, belonging to Thomas 


Burdet Eſquire, with the death of much game 
he ſlew a white Buck, which the Eſquire much . 


fancied , whereupon- he wiſhed the Horns in 
that perſons belly that moved the King to all 
that Buch. For which words he was accuſed 
and condemned of Treaſon, his words being 


wreſted, that he wilh'd the Horns in the Kings - 


belly, and was beheaded at Tybuyre. 

A. D. 1478. George Duke of Clarence , by 
*h2 procurement of his brother xichard Duke 
of Gloceſter, was accuſed of Treaſon and com- 
mitted to the Tower, His accuſation was , 
That he had cauſed divers of his ſeryants to 
inform the people that Mr. Burdet was wrong- 
fully pur to death, That upon purpoſe to exalt 
himſelf and Heirs to the regal dignity, he had 
moſt falſely publiſhed that the King his brother 
was a baſtard, and therefore not capable to 
wear the Crown, for which, and the like 
crimes charged upon him, he was 1n-Parlia- 
ment Attainted of Treaſon, and found guilty, 
29d on the eleventh of arch 1478, after he 
had offered his Maſs-peny in the Tower, was 
Jrowned in a But of Malm/ey, whoſe body was 
buried 2t Tubesbury. But the King was after= 
wards much grieyed, that he had conſented to 
21s death, and would ſay when any made ſuit 
for the life of a condemned perſon, O unfor- 
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tunate brother, for whoſe life no man wovid 
make ſuit. 

A. D. 1483, King Edward fell into a dan- 
gerons and deadly ſickneſs, when calling for: 
his Lords into his ſick preſence, and raifing his 
faint body on the pillowes, he exhorted and 
required them all, For the love that they had 
ever - born unto him, for the loye that he had 
ever born unto them, for the loye that our 
Lord beareth unto us all, that from that time 
forward all gricfs forgotten, each of them 
would-loye other, Which, ſaith he, I verily 
truſt you will, 1t you any thing regard eithcn 
God or your King, aftinity, or :ndred, your 
own.Country , or your own ſafety. Shortly 
after which words he departed this lite, April 
the ninth, and was buried at 77in.iſor in the 
New Chappel, whoſe foundation himſelf had 
laid. *Tis faid of him, that he w:s juit and 
merciful in peace, ſharp and fi:rce 1n War, 
and that never any King. was more familiar 
with his SubjzGs thin he. Inche beginning 
of his raiga he uſzd co fit 1n perſon certain 
days together :n his Cours of Aingr-Zerch ro 
ſ-e juſtice and equity don?, His LJue were?

H2 ordained penal Statutes againſt exceſſive 
pride in apparel, eſpzcially againſt long-piked 
ihoes then worn, which had grown to ſuch an 
extream, that the Pikes 1n the toes were turned 
upwards, and with Silyer-chains or Silk-lacezs 
tied to the knee, Hz gave ſome Cotſwold- 
ſheep to Henry of C:/tile, and 7obn of Arragon, 
1455, Which hath been accounted one of the 
greareſt prejudices that ever hapned to. Eng- 
Lind, Ons YYulger a ſubſtantial Citizen. of 
Zon45n was beheaded in Smithfield , for only 
ſaving to his Child, That he would make him 
Heir of the Crown, meaning his houſe wich 
had that figns | 

In the fallen eſtate of King Zenry many of 
the Nobles that had took part with Zexry were 
put to fly for their lives into Forratga Coun. 
tries; and amongſt the reſt Henry Holland Duke 
of Exceſter and Earl of Huntingdon, ſon to the 
Lady Elizabeth ſecond daughter of 7oby of 
Gaunt, and Husband to the filter of King E4- 
ward the fourth, was conſtrained to live in 
exile in miſerable want and penury. For, faith 
Philip Comines, I once ſaw the Duke of Fxceſter 
ru1 on foot, bare-leg'd , after the Duke of 
Zurgundies Coach and Train begging an Alms 
for Gods-ſake ; Burt being known what he was, 
Burgundy gave him a ſmall penſion for his main- 
tenance,

Woodvile, Lord Rivers, in Northampton; whom 1 
ſhort cime after, with the Lord Xichard and Sir 
Thomas Vaughan, they ſent priſoners into the

humble reverence thzy convey theKing towards

Doctor upon the work, who thereupon penned 
a Treatiſe, therein proving by Scriptures, 
General Councils, ancient and modern Wri- 
ters, that the Biſhop of Rome had no authority 
to diſpenſe with the Word of God, fo as con- 
trary thereunto to grant liberty for a man to 
marry his brothers Wife, This he preſented to 
the King, which when the King had well read, 
he demanded of the Dottor i he would abide 
by what he had writ?

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who was then at Bononje But when the day of 
audience was come, and Crazmer prepared to 
defend what he had writ, on the ſudden all 
was interrupted by an unmannerly Spaniel of 
the Earls, which ſeeing the Serv Servorum 
put forth his foot to be kiis'd, caught his great 
Toe 1n his mouth, 'tis (41d. But be 1t ſo or not, 
yet this is ſure, that there was no concluſion 
of the matter made by the Pope ; therefore 
K. Zenry reſolved to cut the Gordian-knot him- 
{e!f without more ado; and withal began to 
call in queſtion what authority the Pope had in 
his Dominions, which being afterward deba- 
ted in Parliament, an Act paſſed againſt his 
uſurped authority or ſupremacy, and all per- 
ſons were prohibited from appealing or ma- 
king any payments to Rome, and the Kings 
Marriage with Queen Catharine difſolyed, and 
that from thencetorth ſhe ſhould be called only 
Princeſs Dowager, The Parliament made? 1t 
appear that in forty years laſt paſt then, the 
Court of Rome had receiyed from this King- 
dom 160000 pounds for Inveſtitures of 
Biihops.

. proceeded in his Divorce and ſecond marriage, 
he ſhould not reign in. his Realm one month 
after, nor reſt-in his fayour one hour. But 
the impoſturiſme being derefted, ſhe and ſeven 
_ of her complices-were executed at Thburs , 
for Treaſon,and others of them. fined and 1m- 
priſoned. 

A. D: 1533, and November the fourteenth 
was King Henry married with Anne Bulen 
daughter of 'Sir Thomas Bullen Earl of Wilt- 
ſhire, and Zune the firſt ſhe was Crowned at 
- Weſtminſter, and on September the ſeyenth fol. 
lowing ſhe bare into the World that moſt ex- 
cellent Princeſs Elizabeth, A. D.1534. 

And A. D. 1535, January 29, She was again 
delivered of a Child but that was dead : Nor 
had the Queen her ſelf long to live, for ſhe 
was accuſed of Inceſt, and adultery with her 
own brother George Lord Rochford, who was 
beheaded for this fat on Towerebil, And May 
the 19, 1536, this Queen was brought upon 2 
Scaffold ereCted on the Green within the Tower, 
where in the preſence of niaay Noblemen, 
the Lord Mayor and others, the ſaid, « Good 
« Chrittian people, I am come hither to die, 
© for according to the Law and by the Law Tam 
© juaged to aeath, and therefore I will ſpeak 
* nothing againſt it: 1 come hither to accuſe no 
«© man, nor to ſpeak any thing of that I am ac- 
*cuſed of, and condemned for. As for mine 
© own cfences God knoweth them, and unto 
« God I remit them, beſeeching him to have 
* 2 ercy upon my Soul, and if any perſon will 

F medd:e 
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© meddle in my cauſe, I deſire them to judge the 
© beſt. And ſo I take my leave of the World, 
*and of you all, and do heartily beſeech you 
* to pray for me, and-I beſeech Jeſus ſave my 
* Soveraign and Maſter the King long to live 
*and raign over you, the molt Godlicit, Npb- 
leſt and Geatlelt Prince that is. Theſe words 
the uttered with a ſmiling countenance, which 
done the kneeled down , and with a fervent 
{pirit ſaid, To Jeſus Chriſt I commend my Soul, 
Lord Jeſus receive my Soul. And: repeating 
thoſe words yery oft, ſuddeniy with the ſword 
enc Executioner ſeyered her head and body, 
which were buried in the Quire of the Chappel 
of the Tower. Tis ſaid, that the Lord Rochford 
the Queens brother coming to her 'beds-nige 
toſollicite a ſuit, leaned thereupon to whiſper 
her 1n the ear, which the ſpials gave forth that 
he did fo to kiſs th? Queen, Moſt probable 
it 15 that the crimes which this Queen was 


charged withal were matters contrived by Po- 
piſh 1n{truments, becauſe ſhe gave great 1ncou- 
ragements unto many, mor? publickly and with 
boldneſs to profeſs the reformed rel1g10n, and 
procured a tolcration for the Proteſtant D1- 
vines. Moreover that this Queens death Was 
rather ſought for thin mzrited by her, ſeems 
allo very probable, becaul? that the-next dxy 
after her dea h, the King was married unto the 
Lady Fane Seymour, daughter of John Sezmour 
Knighr, 

About this time began to flouriſh Thoms 
Cromwell 2 Black=Smiths fon of Putney, Whom 


King Zenry firit raiſed robe Maſter of his Jewel. 
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houſe, then Baron of Obebam , then Earl of 
E//ex, then Lord great Chamberlaio, and Jaſt= 
ly ordained him Vicar-General over the Spiri- 


-- tuality. This great Cromwell procured it to be 


enacted in Parliament, That the Lords Prayer, 
Creed and ten Commandments ſhould be read 
in the Engliſh Tongue. Other matters alſo 
trending to reform the Engliſh Church from the 
Roman Corruptions, were attempted by Crom- 
nel, which did not at all pleaſe the Monks and 
their party, The Lincoln-ſhire men began a 
commotian under the leading of one Mackarel 
a onk,, who named himſelf Captain Cobler. 
A Copy of their grievances they ſent to the 
King, ſome of which were, The ſuppreſſion 
of many religious houſes, whereby the ſervice 
of God, they ſaid, was miniſhed, The Kings 
taking into his Councel men of Low-birth, 
who ſought their own lucre. That there were 
divers Biſhops lately preferred that had ſub- 
verted the faith of Chriſt. That by reaſon 
of their loſs of Sheep and Cattle. they were 
not able to pay the Cuizdecim, or Tax grantzd 
co the King, &c. But theſe Rioters rhe King 
ſoon pacified with good words, 

In whoſe ſteads others roſe up immediately, 
for forty thouſand ruſticks afſembled in rork- 
ſiire, furniſhed with horſe, armour and ar- 
tillery. Their pretence was Religion , and 
acfence of holy Church, Their Banners were 
painted with the five wounds of Chriſt, the 
Cizice, Cabe and other Romijſ» 1nyveations, 
This their Rebellion they termed the holy Pil- 
crimage, Their General of foot was one 
F ares 
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*mes Diamond-a poor Filher-man, ſtiled the 
Earl of Poverty, their chief Leader was-Mr. 
Robert Aske, a man it ſeems of terror : For 
when Zancafter Herald at Arms was ſent to him 
to declare the Kings meſſage, this Asbe, did ſo 
terribly bluſter forth tus anſwers , that the 
Herald fell before him on his knees, excuſing 
himſelf to be but a Meſſenger. Many perſons 
of great note were parties in this 1nſurreQion. 
And to draw the more in to fide with them, 
Aſke and his complices ſet forth in writing —— —- 
theſe ſcandalous untruths againſt the King. 

Firſt, That no infant ſhould be permitted to 
receive the bleſſed Sacrament of Baptiſme, bot 
onles an trybet to be payd to the King, 

Secondly, Thar no man under twenty pound 
Jands ſhall eyte no brede made of Wheat, ner 
Capon, Chekyn, Gots, ner Pig, bot onles to 
pay a trybet to the King. 

Thirdly, That for every Ploghe-land the 
King will have en trybet, with other extreme 
urgent cauſes, and heartily, Fare ye well. 
Thzir oath wherein they bound themſelves 10 
this league, was the preſervation of the Kings 
perſon, and Iflue; the purifying of Nobility 
2nd expulling all villain blood, and evil Coun- 
{cilors ; not for envy to any to enter into tnezr 
Pllorimage, or any private commodity, but 
tor the Common-weal, the reſtitution of the 
Church, and ſuppreſſion of Zere{r and Zcrcricks. 
But a great force being drawn againſt thzm, 
thzy cuperſed themſelves, upon promiſe of 
pardon 2nl1 redreſs in ther juſt compiaints, 
Y-t notwithſtanding this the Kings cl-mency, 
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ſome of the chief of theſe aftors ingaged them- 
{clves again in a new inſurre&ion 1n thort time 
after this, for which offence they ſuffered death. 
Ot Ecclefialtical perſons were put to death, 
four Abbots, two Priors, three Monks, ſeven 
Prieſts, alſo Captain Aſacharel 3 and of tem- 
poral perfons were executed Robert Asþe, the 
Lurd Dacres,.Sir . Robert Conſtable, S1r Francis 
Bigod, Palmer, rercie, Eamilton, Tempeſt and 
Liiml2y. 

Thclſe ſtirs being ſtinted a Commiſſion came 
forth ro purge the Churches of Idols, and to 
tuppreis the Monaſtries to the Kings ule, grant- 
ed him by Parliament. When down went the 
Rood of ZFoxcly in Kent, commonly called the 
Rood of Grace, which was made with divers 
vices to bow down and hfr up it felf, ro ſhake 
and thr both head, hands and feer, to row! 
tne cyes, move the Ups and to bend the brows, 
thereby to cheat filly Souls. So likewiſe the 
Images of our Lady of Wilſngham and Ipſwich, 
ſer with Jeweis and Gow, alſo divers other 
Loth of +ngland and Wales were brought to 
Zondon , and. many of them burnt, before the 
Lord Cronwel at Clelſey,- A. D. 1:38. 

Tien down went the Monaſter:cs to the num- 
bir of about Pg5s bc hes 90 Co eages, and 
ot Chantries and ſree Chappels 2 374. Al- 
ino!t all theſe were born down in thoſe boiſtrous 
timcs to tie worlds amazement.

countenancing and ſupporting heretical Teach= 
ers; for being an heretick himſelf, and for 
having ſpoken great words for the upholding 
his ſaid religion, to wit, That the King him< 
ſelf ſhould not change it if he would. The 
cauſe why the King fell into diſlike of him, and 
conſequently of his ruin,was, becauſe he ſtood 
in the defence of the Lady Anne of Cleve, and 
ſpake not all well of the Lady Xatharine Ho- 
ward,whom the Kirg was minded and did take 
to Wife. Which diſtaſt of the Kings againſt 
him, his enemy Srephen Gardner Blihop of mine 
chejtcr did improye to Cremwells deſtruction, 
who was beheaded on Tower-bill, and with him 
the Lord Z#ungerford of Eeitesbury for bug- 
Ierys 

: RENE Counteſs of Salibury daughter of 


George Duke of Clarence, and Mother of Car- 


dinal Reginald Pole, being neither Arraigned 
nor Tryed, but condemned by Parliament as 
Crommc!! had been, was beheaded. And the 
Lord Leonard Grey about the ſame time Ioſt his 
head for Treaſon, And the next day after his 
death, Thomas Fines Lord Dacres of the South 
died 2t Ty/urn for killing a man ina fray. Nor 
was th?

Tyburn, Decenb, the tenth ; and on Febry. the: 
twelith following Mrs Katharine Howard (for 
ſo in the Ad of her Attainder ſhe is called) 
| who had been Queen for the ſpace of a year 
| and half, with the Lady Fane widow of the 
Lord Rochford, were brought unto the Tower- 
kit, where in lamentable paſſions they ſuftered: 
death. This Queen proteſted after her condem- 
nation to Dr. white her laſt Confeflor, that ſhe 
was guwitleſs, having neyer ſo abuſed her S9- 
yeralgns bed. 

But as theſe in cafe of Treaſon, ſo others in- 
matter of Conſcience were put to death, by 
force of the Statutes made under this Kiug, 
Whereof one was the renouncing the Popes 
ſupremacy, and owning the King for ſupream- 
head of the Church in his own Dominions;.

nothing, neither can do-any thing. His Mothers 
brother, Edward Lord Seymour Earl of Hartford, 
and-Duke of Somerſet was by the conſent of the 
Nobles made Proteftor over kis Minority, and 
the Realms,--In ſhort time after the Kings Coro- 
nition, the Lord Prote@or and Council ſought 
to eftect the Marriage betwixe the yonng King 
and the young Queen of Scorland,as it had been 
tormerly agreed on by both Nations ; but this 
the Scots refuſed to yield unto, wherefore the 


place called Edmondjtone-edg near to Muſcle- 
brough fought the Scots and vanquithed them, 
following the chaſe of them almoſt five miles, 
wherein the Lord Fleming with ſundry men of 
Ate. were lam, and 10:00 of the Soldiers; 
and abont a 1000: were taken Priſoners, the 
chick. whereof were the Earl of Zuntly, the

Protector led an army into Scotland, and at 3-: 
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Lords Yeſter, Hobby, and Eamilton, the Lord 
Weems, and a brother of the Earl of (ffifts. 
Lieth the Engliſh ſacked and ſet on fire, took the 
Ifland St. Colmes, Broughticrag, Racksbrough, 
Humes Caſtle, and others, inſomuch tit 
manyGentlemen 1n Tividale and the eres came 
to the ProteQor, and entred into terms and 
conditions of peace. with him. After the Pro- 
teftors return a Parliament was aſſzmbled art 
London, wherein the fix Articles were: repealed, 
thoſe Colledges and Chappels that King Henry 
had left were given the King,and the Churches 
ordred to be purged of all .Images. And ac- 
cordingly Commiſlioners were appointed, who 
firſt began at St. Pauls in condon, and thence 
proceeded throughout England and Wiles. But 
this reformation occaſioned great commotions, 
which began in the Weſt, A Prieſt ſtabbed one 
Mr. Body a Commiſſioner to the heart, for 
plucking down certain Images; and this fact 
of his was ſo fayoured by the Corniſh and De< 
vonſhire Ruſticks, that ten thouſand of them - 
role in Arms, heading themſelyes under Mr, 
Humphrey Arundel, fix other Gentlemen, and 
eight Prieſts. Theſe rebells befieged the City 
of Exceſter and ſore diſtreſſed it, yet did the 
Citizens loyally hold out againſt them ; for 
which the King did enlarge their Liberties,and 
gave unto their City the Mannor - of.

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Ax Articles again in force, &c. To theſe and 


the reſt of their demands the King ſent an an- 
ſwer, Therein pitying their ignorance, re- 
proving their ſawcineſs, and withal a general 
pardon to as many as would defiſt in time,con- 
cluding thus : We for our part ſeeb no longer 10 
Irve than to be 4 Father to our people, and as God 
hath made us your King, ſo hath he commanded you 
obedience; by whoſe great Majeſty we ſmear, you 
ſta feel the ſame power in our Sword, which how 


mighty it ts, no ſubjet knoweth, kow puiſſant it is 


20 private man can judg, and how mortal no En- 
glith beart can thinb. Therefore embrace 0ur mer- 
cy whilſt it is offcred, leſt the blood fpilt by your 
means cry vengeance from the earth, and Le heard 
in the ears of the Lord of Heaven, Notwithſtan- 
ding all this. the rebells ſt] perſiſted in their 
Traiterous attempts ; the King therefore ſent 
an army againſt them, which pur them to 
flight at Zoniton,then worlted them at Exceſter, 
where the rebells lay fiege, and Jlaſtly upon 
Clift-heath deſtroyed the greateſt part of them; 
their conſecrated Hoſt, Crucifix, Croſks, con- 
ſecrated Banners, holy bread and holy water 
(which the rebells had brought into the field, 
thinking by vertue of them to have made all 
fure on their fide) were all trampled into the 
dirt. Arundel, Winſland, Holmes and Bury, four 


" yebell-Captains were taken and executed at 


Zondon. Others alſo of their partakers were 
executed by Martial Law, amongſt whom was 
Boyer the Mayor. of Bodmin in Cornwal. Nigh 
eo which Town dwelt a Miller that had been 2 
bulic-tclow in the rebellion, but he — 
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his own danger, willed his man to take the 
name of Maſter if any enquired after him, To 
this Millers houſe Sir Anthony Kingſtone, Mar- 
thall of the Field came, where calling for the 
Maſter the officious man in his name very bodi- 


iy preſented himſelf, whom Sir Anthony ſtraight * 


commanded to the Gallows; and when the 
poor fellow feeing the danger he was in chan= 
ged his note, confeſling himſelf to be but the 
man, Sir Anthony aid, Well, thou canſt neyer 
do thy Maſter better ſervice than to hang for 
him, cauſing him-to be trufſed up on the next 
tree, Other commotions aroſe 1n other parts 
ot the Realm; but the moſt dangerous was that 
in Norfolk headed by Robert Ker a Tanner of 
Wimonham, who took upon him to be the Kings 
Deputy , giving out Warrants in the Kings 
name for what he pleaſed. His Tribunal-ſeat 
was 1n an old Tree, where fate the jolly Tan- 
ner accompanied with his Counſellors and 


_ Abſtants being: two: choſen men out of every 


hundred of the rout. Hither came the com- 
plaints of the Camp, and from hence Commiſ- 
fhons were iflued out to plinder Ships and Gen- 
tlemens houſes of Armour and Artillery ; ſo 
that this Tree was termed the Oak of Reforma. 
tion. Whence likewiſe ſometimes Sermons 
were delivered, and once by the Reverend Dr. 
Parker, for which his life was endangered, his 
Sermon was ſo diſpleaſing to the Rabble. To 
pacifie theſe rebells the King cauſed his gene- 
ral pardon to be proclaimed by an Herald at 
Arms. Notwithſtanding which they ſtill pro- 
cceded in their rebellion, and made —_—— 
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Maſters of the City of Norwich.The King there- 
for ſent william Parre Marqueſs of Northamp- 
ton againft them, but him they over-powered, 
Then the Lord Dudley Earl of Warwick was 1 
ployed againſt them, who with ſmall reſiſt- 
ance gained the Market-place of Norwich, 
where he cauſed fixry rebells, whom he had ta- 
Ken, immediately to be executed by Martial 
Law.; The main body of the rebells entrenched 
themſelyes at the foot of the Hill called Dy fſin- 
dale, partly upon vain Propheſies given forth 
amongſt thera by Wiſards, That #0, Dic and 
Fic, (meaning the Clowns) ſhould with their 
Clubs fill up the valley of Duſſin-dale with dead 
bodies. On: Auguſt 27,” the Earl prepared for 
fight, the revells likewiſe ſet themſelves in or- 
der, plicing 1n their fore-rank all the Gentle- 
men whom they had taken priſoners coupled in 
Irons. Upon the reb<l:s- Captain * Drury w:tn 
his own Band and the Almains charged coura- 


giouſly, and opened their Bartel, to the fetting | 


at uberty of the captive Gentlemen, and the 
Earls 1:zht Horſemen came ſo yaliantly on.that 
the rebells gave back and fled, and with.the 
foremoſt their Captain Ket. The chaſe held 
chree miles and more with the flaughrer of 
3500 rebells. The reſt of the rebells that kent 
about the Ordnance, by the Generals perſwa- 


 honsand promiſe of pardon, caſt-away their 


W eapons, and with one voice cried, God ſave 
King Edward. The next day following Ket was 
apprehended in a Barn where he had hid him- 
felf, and ſhortly after was hanged in Chains 
upon the Caſtle of Norwich ; William Ket his 

| brother 
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brother was hang'd upon the high Steeple of 
wimonham, and nine other of them were hang'd 
upon the Oak of Reformation. This Rebellion 
was at the firſt broacht under the pretence of 
throwing open the Incloſures, which the King 
by Proclamation had commanded to be done, 
though 1t was negle&ed. Theſe diſturbances 
being ſetled, uthers were made in the North 
by Thomas .Dale a Pariſh Clark, william Ombler a 
Yeoman, and one Stevenſon the Polt of Seymonr. 
Their pretences were to reſtore the Church her 
rizhts, and to disburthen the Land of Grievan- 
ces ; glving out that the Pope was the man, 
that K. Edward was an intruder, 1f not a meer 
Heretick, that the Church had power of both 
the Swords. When theſe fellows were increa- 
ſed to the number of about 5$o0oo, the Kings 
pardon being ſent to them, they moſt of them 
departed to their own homes ; but Ombler and 
Dale with four others were executed at Yorb, 
Seprenb, 21, 1549. And as the Commons dit- 
quieted the Country, fo did ſome Lords and 
Ladies diſquiet the Court, The Protector's 
broth:r Thomas Seymour Baron of Sudley, High 
Admiral! of England, hid marrizd Queen Xa- 
tharine Parre, Which Lady contending tor place 
with the Proteftor's Dutcheſs, occaſioned the 
haughty Dutcheſs (*tis 111d) to procure the 
Lord Sudley's ruin. Which Lord was acculed 
to haye deſigned rhe getting of the Kings PEre 
fon into his cuſtody, and Government of the 
Realm; for th- which (with ſome ſmaller mat- 
ters ch:rged upon him) he was condemned by 
Act of Parliament ,ana by his brother the Pro- 
tector's 
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tetor's Warrant was beheaded on Tower-hil, 
March 20. But the Brothers being now dif. 
Joined, who might haye ſupported each other 
had they lived together in brotherly love, the 
Prote&tor himſelf is marked ont for deſtructi- 


on. Divers Lords article agaiaſt the Duke, ac- 


cufing him, That he had animated the rebells 
in their rebellion: That he was a ſower of 
ſcdition amongſt the Nebles: That he had a- 
gain Law erected a Court of Requeſts in his 
own houſe, inforcing divers of the Kings Sub- 
Jets thither to anſwer for theirfree-holds, G'c. 
And ſo cloſe and cunningly they proſecuted 
the matter againſt him, that they got him into 
the Tower, 070b. 12, 1549, but the King pro- 
cured hisliberty immediately, though not his 
former Authority. In the mean ſpace that the 
Protettor was under theſe troubles, the Scots 
recovered the places that the Engliſh had gain- 
ed from them. The French alſo attempted to 


gain the Fort of Bulloinberg by {urprize , unto 


which enterprize 7000 men were choſen, who 


ſecretly marched in the night with Ladders 


and furniture meet for the deſign, and approa- 
ched within a quarter of a Mile of the Fort ; 
but one Carter an Engliſh man, a ſoldier a- 


monglit them, underſtanding what was inten- 


ded, haſtily and privately made from his Com- 


pany, and gave the Alarm to his Countrymen 
in the Fort ; whereupon Sir Nicholas Arnalt the 
Governour made ſuch preparations againft 
the French mens coming, that at their approach 
he repuifed them with fo great a ſlaughter, that 
fiftcen Wagons wen: away laden with dead bo- 
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dies of the French. After this the French aſſaul- 
ted the Ifles of Garnyſey and Ferſey, but were 
beaten off with the loſs of a thouſand men. 
Howbelt the French King gave not over till he 
had recovered by ſurrender Bulloinberg, and 
the Town of Bullojn, which laſt he purchaſed 
at a high price, 

A, D. 1550, that mortal diſeaſe called the 
{weating-fickneſs raged extreamly through 
England , whereof died the two Sons of 
Charles Brandon, both of them Dukes of Saf- 
folk ſucceſſively, beſides an infinite number in 
their beft ſtrength, And, which is wonderful, 
this diſeaſe followed only E»g1iſh men in foreign 
Countries, no other people being infe&ted 
thereby: And to fill up the dolours' of theſe 
doleful times, the good Duke of Sommerſet was 
again by the oyer-reachings of the Earl of 
Warwick , (lately created Dnke of worthumber= 
{znd) and other his emulators, committed pri- 
ſoner, and not long after put to death. For 


the Duke of Sommerſet giving ear to ſuch talſe nrofpoks 


iriends as ſought his ruin, privily armed him- 
ſelf, and ſo went to the Council-Table, his 
Zatterers having pur him in fear of ſome ſud- 
cen attempt intended againſt him, Bur at the 
Council-Table his boſom being opened, and 


ine Armour found, he was forthwith appre- 


hended as intending the death of ſome Coun- 
{cllor, and ſent to the Tower, Ofob. 16, 1557, 
and in Decembey following he was condemned 
of Felony, as ſeeking the death of ſome of the 
Kings Counſellors, and on Febr, 22 of the ſame 
rear, he was brought to the Scaffold on Tower- 
hill, 
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kill, where he thus ſpake to the people : Deaviy 
beloved Friends, I am brought hither 10 ſuffer 
death, albeit I never offended againſt the King, 
either in word or deed, and -have always been as 
true and faithful to this Realm as any man hath 
been. But foraſmuch as 1 am by Law condemned to 
die; I do acknowledge my ſelf as well as others to be 
ſubjett thereuxto. Wherefore 10 teſtifie my obedience 
which 1 owe unto the Laws, 1 am come hither t0 
ſuffer death ; whereunto I willingly offer my ſclf, 
with moſt hearty thanhs uno God, that kath groee 


me this time of repentance, who might through ſud- 


den death have taken away my life, that 1 neither 
ſhould bave achnowledged him vor my ſelf. When 
haying uttered theſe words with others exhor- 
tatory, That the people would continue con- 
ſtant in the Goſpel, ſuddenly there was heard 2 
great noiſe, whereby the aſſembly was ſtruck 
1nto great fear, which noiſe was made by ſome 
of the Trainband-Hamlets coming hurrying on 
the Tower-hill, This ſtir being ceaſed, another 
preſently inſued, for the people ſeeing Sir Au- 
thony Brown ride towards the Scaffold, they vio- 
lently ran and crowded together thitherward, 
{uppoſing he had brought a pardon from the 
King, and with a ſudden ſhout, cried a pardon, 
a pardon, God fave the Kinge But theſe in- 
terruptions over, the Duke proceeded in his 
ſpeech ; requeſting the pzople to join in prayer 
wit2 him for the King, exhorting them unto 
obedience to him and his .Council, Which 
done, asking every man forgiveneſs, and de- 
claring that he freely forgave every man; 
he meckly ſubmitt:d his head to the 5669" 
death 
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death the people were much grieyed for, ſpea- 
king very bitterly againſt the Duke of Mor- 
thumberland, and the good King ſorely mourned 
becauſe of it, which likely did much increaſe 
his Conſumptive diſtemper that brought him 
to his end. Whilſt he lay in his weakneſs he 
was oyer-wrought to diſtaherit his two fiſters 
Mary and Elizabeth, and to ordain by Will for 
Is Succeſſor to Englands Diadem Guilford 
Dudley's Wite, Fane the elder Daughter of the 
Duke of Suffolþ . whoſe Mother the Lady Fran- 
5, was the Danghter of Afry Queen of 
France, and Charles Branden Duke of Suffo!5.

4. D. 1562, Her Majeſty ſent Ayds: into 
France to ſupport the Reformed Religion there, 
Theſe with great joy were received into the 
Towns of Newhaven, Roan and Deep ; but 
within the ſpace of twelye moneths they were 
forced back into England, bringing thence mz- 
ny fick Soldiers, which: dangerouſly 1nfeCted 
the Nation with a long continuing Plague. 

About the year 1564, the Jriſh ſought to 
ſhroud thetmſelyes from their obedience unto 
Queen Zlizabeth, under the ſhelter of Shan 0-

A. D. 1567, {o great civil diſlſenſions were

4. D. 1568, by the working Inſtruments of

Weltmerland, Leonard Dacres, Nevill, 8c. who 
had 1n readineſs certain Engliſh Prieſts, Morton 
and others, with Bulls and Inſtruments of Ab- 
ſolution, Reconciliation, and Oaths to be taken 
to the Pope. Theſe Romifh rebels raiſed forces, 
and with Banner diſplayed entred Burrowbridge, 
old Morton being their Enſign-bearer, in whoſe * 
Colours was painted the Croſs and five wounds 
of Chriſt, But at the approach of her Maje- 
{ties Forces, the Captains of the rebells fled 
into Scotland, and their followers were taken 
without any refiſtance, Of theſe Traytors were 
put to death at Durham by Martial Law, an Al- 
derman, a Prieſt, fixty-fix Conſtables, beſides* 
oth?rs of them 1n other places about. 

A, D. 1570, Leonard Dacres of Farlſey re- 
newed the rebellion, 2nd had amoneſt his fol-

Auguſt 224 of this year, was the Earl of

For you muſt know that Pope Pim | 
the fifth had by his Bull dated 1569 deprived 
the Queen of her Kingdoms, abſolved her 
ſubjects of all ſubjeQ ion to her, and pronoun- 
ced all that yielded her obedience accurlſed, 
Which Bull was privately hung upon the Bi- 
ſhop of London's Palace-gate at the Weſt-end 
of St, Pauls..And ſuch influence it had upon 
the ſpirits of many. perſons diſaffefted to the 
Reformed Religion, that they ſought by divers 
means to work the Queens deſtruction, Many 
were the projects and devices to rinn the 
Church and Queen, but by the good provi- 
dence of Almighty God, the. projeQors were 
defeated in their purpoſes, and1uftered deſer- 
ved puniſhment, In Norfolk, John Throgmorton, 
Brooþ , Redman and others ſought to raiſe-2 
commotion, for the which they ſuffered death, 
Dr. Story executed. for his treaſon 1571.

Ae D. 1573, Was built at london the Royal- 
Exchange (ſo named by her Majeſty) whoſe 
founder.was Sir Thomas Greſham. 

A.D. 1576, Sir Martin Frobuſher-ſailed into 
the North:aſt Szas, far further than any man 
before him had done, giving to thoſe - parts 
the name of Queen Elizabeths Foreland. 

As D. 1577, and Novemb, 15, Capt. Drake 
ſet ſai] from Plimouth, and in three years wan- 
ting twelve days he encompaſſed the Earth, 
landing again in Fngland on Novemb. 3, 1580. 
In America in the Country which he named 
Nova Albion the King thereof preſented unta 
him his Network Crown of many colourcd fea- 
thers, and therewith reſigned his Scepter of 
Goverament unto his diſpoſe. The people there 
ſo admired the Engliſh men, that they Qcriticed 
to them as to their gods, Art his departure from 
thnce he reared a Monument. to witneſs her 
M2jeſties right to that Province, as. being free- 
ly given to her D-puty both by King and p20- 
Pie. .

The ſpoil there- 
of was given to the Ergliſþ ſoldiers, the 
wearing clothes of the inhabitants only ex- 
cepted, and the Citizens upon the payment 
of an 120000 Duckets for their ranſome had 
their liberty. The Spaniſh Fleet which lay 
in the Harbour valued at twelve Millions of 
Duckets was fired by the Admirals commaud,

her men were diminiſhed and. large ſums of 
mony conſumed without the Earls doing. that 
he was ſent for ; That without her Highnets 
order he entred into Parley with the Rebels, 
Hereupon her M3 jeſty ſent ſharp Letters, unto 
the Earl, upon the receipt whereof, in diſcen- 
tent he haſted into #nglayd, well hoping to 
paciy the Queens diſpleaſure ; but after a 4. ort 
verbal welcom from the Queen he was com- 
manded to his chamber, and ſoon after com- 
mitted to the cuſtody of the Lord Keeper, 1599. 
In the Earls ſtead Charles Blount Lord Montjoy 
was ſent into Jreland, who held tr-0c4 very 
hard, and forced him to witharaw into his 
ola lurking places.

>y Cobbams. Cecill, anc Rawmleigh. 
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Howbeit inſtead of finding that friendſhip in 

London which they expected, the Earl was pro. 

claimed Traytor in divers places thereof. 


Wherefore the Earl made haſte back, and for. - 


tified his own houſe in the Strand ; bur after 
ſome little refitance yielded himſelf to the 
Lord Admiral, and the ſame night was ſent 
priſoner to the Tower. And upon February 
the 'nineteenth the Earls of E/ex, and South- 
hampton were Arraigned and condemned at 
Weſtminſter, and on February 25, 1600, the Earl 
of Eſſex ſuffred death on the Green within the 
Tower, whole dying ſpeech was to this effect, 
That his puniſhment was juſt. his fins innu=- 
merable, his laſt fin for which he died, a great, 
crying bloody and infectious fin,that had drawn 
others for loye to him, to ofend God, their 


Soveraign, and the World.” He prayed God 


to forgive his ſins, and her Majeſty and the 
ſtate to forgive him. Prayed for them, thank- 
ed God that he was never Atheiſt in denying 
the Scriptures, nor Papiſt in truſting to his own 


merits for Salyation, but in the merits of *

defired forgiveneſs of ail the World. as he 
from his heart forg:yv--all men.

Then they took Oath of ſecreſy, {wearing 
by the blefſed Trinity, and the Sacrament they 
then were about to receive, neyer to diſcloſe 
airely or indireftly, by word or circumſtance, 
this their Plot in hand, nor any of them to 
deſiſt from the Execution thereof, until the 
reſt of the Confpirators ſhould giye leave. 
This done, Mr. Thomas Piercy hired an houſe 
next 2dJoyning to the Parliament-Houſe, pre- 
tending it to be for his Lodgeings, and Guy 
Farks, who changed his name into 7ehnſon, was 
to be his man, and to have the keeping of the 
Keys of the Honſe. Decemb. 11th, 1604, the 
Iraytors entred into their work of darkneſs, 
beginning their Mine , and by Chri/imis-Eve 
they had brought their work under aa entry 
unto the wall of the Parliament-Houſe, under- 
propping all ſtill as they under-mined.

Traytors had hictherco, done their parts, nor 
were the ;</uiricul Prieſts wanting on their 
parts in doing their utmoſt.

For upon Thurſday in the cycuuug ten days be- 
fore the Parlizmert were to convene, a Letts: 
airccted to the Lord 3ort-Fagle, was delivered 
to a Foot-man of his 1n the ſtreet, by an un- 
known perſon, with a charge to deliycr it into 
his. Lords own hand. This Letter , without 
date or iuv{cription of name, ſomewhat un- 
l:givle and of ſtrange contents, perplexed thx 
Lora ; he naſtes therefore to Wiite=pa, there to 
13:p:rt 1t to th? Lord Cecil Earl of Salisvur) 
principal Secretary, who ſhewed it to the Lord 
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Chamberlain and other Lords, and then cen- 
yeyed 1t to the King, The Letter was as fol- 
loweth, "- 

My Lord, Out of the love I bear to ſome of your 
Friends, 1 have 4 care of jour preſervation, There= 
fore 1 would adviſe you, as you tender your life to 
deviſe ſome excuſe 1o ſhift your attendance at this 
Parliament. For God and man have concurred to 
puniſy the wickedneſs of this time, and think. not 


ſlightly of this advertiſement, but retire your ſelf 
into the Country, where jou may expet the event 


in ſafety. For tough there be no appearance of 
anj (tir, yet Ifay, you ſhall perceive & terrible 
blow this Parliament, and yet they ſhall nct ſce who 
burts them. Tits counſel © n5t to Le contemned, 
becauſe it may do you good, and can do you no harm, 
for the danger ts paſt, ſo ſoon as you bave burnt the 
Letter, Andl hope God will give you the grace

Commend yous 
His Majeſty after he had read this Letter, 
arſt pauſed a while; then reading it again, de- 
livered his judgment upon it ; That he app:*- 
hended by th-1e words of receiying a terrible 
blow this Parliament, and yet ſhould not ſes 
who hurt them z That a ſudden danger by bla! 
ot Gun-powder ſhould be intended by ſome 
baſe Villain ina corner, no Inſurr:ion, R2- 
b:llion, or deſperate attempt appearing. And 
ther:fore he wiſhed that the Rooms under the 
Parliament-Houſe might be throughly C:arch-. 
ed, which accordingly was done Novem. 4th.

vances. The frit matter that the Parhament 
rook-1nto their conſideration, was the grie- 
vances of the Country, and the firſt grievance 
they debated was the Caſe of thoſe Gentlemen, 
who having refuſed the Loan, were notwith- 
Randing their Zabeus Corpus committed to pTi- 
ſon. This buſineſs took up a long debate ard 
earneſt, which was chiefly managed by S:r 
Francis Seymour , Sir Thomss Wentworth, Sr

Robert Peiligs. Next the Houſe proceeded to 
the drawing up of a Petition againſt Recu nts, 
to which Pcrition the King gave a fſa:1s:a&tor 
anſwer. Then after the granting of the King 
hve Subſidies, they took into debate the-P-ti. 
tion of Right, wherein they. pr2yed his Moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, 

Firſt, That no man hereafrer be compelled 
to make or yield any Gift, Loan, B=nevyolence, 
1ax ; or ſuch like charge, without common 
conſent by A& of Parliament ; and that none 
be called tro make anſwer, or to take ſuch 
Oath, or to give attendance, or be confined, or 
otherwiſe moleſted concerning the ſame. 

Secondly, That no Free-man be taken and 
impriſoned, or be difſeized of his freedom or 
liberty, or his free-cuſtomes, or be out-lawed, 
or 
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or exiled, bur by the lawful judgment of his 
Peers, or by the Laws of the Land. 

Thirdly, That the Souldiers and Mariners 
now billeted 1n divers Counties, might be re- 
moved, and the people not be burdened ſo in 
the future, 

Fourthly , . That the late Commiſſions for 
proceeding by Martial-Law might be revoked 
and annulled,and that hereafter no Commiſſion 
of like nature might be iflued forth, To all 
which the King at laſt yielded his conſent ; 
ſending this anſwer to the Parliament, Soit droit 
fait comme il eſt deſiree, And to the peoples 
turther ſatisfaction, his Majeſty received into 
his favour the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the 
Bithop of Lincoln, the Earls of E//ex, Lincoln, 
Warwick, Briſtol, and the Lord Say. 

The Parliament next reſume their accuſation 
of the Duk- of Buckingham, againſt whom they 
drew up another Remonſtrance, the like they 
a1d againſt Biſhop Neal, and Biſhop Zzud, and 
at laſt were about to take 2way the Kings right

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King Charles now well perceiying that Ins 
Clzmency to the Scots, was conyerted to his 
own prejudice, raiſes therefore a gallant Army, 
with which he marches within two miles of 
Berwick , within fight of the Rebel Scors ; bur 
they Peritioning for a pacification, the King 
yielded thereunto. 

4. D. 1639, and June 17, the Kinggisbanded 
his Army, expecting that the Scors would have 
done the ike, according to the Articles of ac- 
cord; bur the Covenanters inſtead of keeping 
tnole Articles, retained their Officers in Pay, 
changed the old foim-of holding Parliaments, 
invaded the Prerogatives of the Crown, and 
lolicited the French King for an aid of men and 
money. His Majeſty hereupon calls a Parita- 
ment 1n England to fit, Ajril 13, 1640. and 
2nother in /relazd.

£!o0ns. Soon after this, a tumult was ſtirr'd 
up at the Biſhop of Cazterburz's ; infomuch 
that a great number of Apprentices and vulgar 
perſons aſſaulted his houſe at Zamberh ; ſome of 
whom being apprehended and impriſoned , 
were by their Companions reſcued out of 
Priſon ; for which, one of the Ringleaders 
was hang'd and quartered. 

Now whilſt theſe things were aQing at 
home, the turbulent Scors had entred Englazd, 
ard defeated a part of the Kings Army, before 
tne whole could be imbodied, and had gained 
Newcaſtle and Durbawm, And no ſooner was 
his Majeſty come-to his Army in the North, 
but there followed him from ſome Ereli/ 
Lords a Petition conformable to the Scorch 
'K2monſtrance, which they called the intentions

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Houſe of High-Treaſon, and one of the Houſe 
of Peers. He alſo ſent ſome Officers to Seal 
up their Trunks and Cabinets in their ſeveral 
Lodgings, and to fecure their perſons. To 
this the Commons voted, That all thoſe perſons

Member of Parliament by. warrant from 
the King .only, was, guilty of the breach of 
Parliameatary priviledges ; and likewiſe that 
211 they who attended the King, when he came 
todemand the five Members (then hid in the 
City) wers guilty of a Trayterous deſion 
agaialt King and Parl:ament. The Zondoners they 
came thronging to m—__ in 2 tumultuous 
ſort, to Petition for tye, impeached Members, 
behaving themſelves very. rudely towards the 
Biſhops, _ And ſuch increaſe and numbers of 
the heady common people aflembled in a ru- 
multuous manner about, White-Zal and Wej7- 
minſter, that the King juſtly miſtruſting ſom:

The King in hopes to ſtay the fury. of the 
f:&on, conſented to almoſt all that they de- 


fired. Howbeit, notwithſtanding all his gra- 
cious condeſcentions,endeavours were till uſed 
to create an hatred of his Majeſty, Mr. 7oby 


'2>z publickly charged Him: with a conni- 


vence at leaſt; if not with contrivance of the 


Iriſp Rebellion 3 and when the King required 


fatisfaction for the calumny , the Commons 
juſtified Pyms ſpeech to be the ſenſe of their 
Houſe, And now the- breach, through bad 
mens practices, growing ſtill wider and wider, 
betwixt thus Majelty and his two Houſes of Par- 
lament , His. Majeſty. reſolved to withdraw 
into the North, there to abide till he faw whac

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the Prince, and Duke of rorb. The Queen he 
had afore ſent with the Princeſs of 0range into 
Folland. 

When the King was departed, the Parl:amene 
made preparations both by Land and Sea, upon 
pretext of great dangers at home, and more 
prodigious terrors from abroad ; pretending, 
that by iatelligence from Paris, Rome, and Ye- 
rice, they were afſured of great defigns to 
overthrow the Parliament, together with'the 
Proteſtant Religion , and ſtrange unheard-of 
Plots, they ſaid, were made to murder the moſt 
eminent Patriots. 

A. D. 1642, and. April the 2, the King 
attended with his guard, conſiſting for the mot 
part of Lords and Gentlemen only, would hay? 
entred into his Town of #uZ, but Sir bn 
Hottam infolentiy ſhut the gates againſt him, 
and kept him out ; whereupon the King pro- 
claimed him Traytor, and complained to the 
Parliament of thus indignity; but they juſtifizd 
Hothams a&t, and authorized him to ſtrengther 
the Gariſon of Zu8, In ſhort tia aftcr this, 
Eng:ards miſeries commenced by an inteſtin? 
War. A little before wh:ch, were ſtrange 
fizhets ſeen in the Air in many parts of z»g!er1, 
as Musquetiers, harnefſed-men, and horſe-men, 
moving in Battel-array, and aflaulting one the 
other 1n divers furious poſtures. . The King 
and the two Houſ?s now began to make all ths 
ſpeedieſt warlike preparations to defend them. 
ſelves ; and offend each other, but the two 
Hanſes had a great advantage of his Majeſty,

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raifing of Men, and alſo Arms and Ammunition 
for war of all ſorts, through their having the

Oa Auguſt 22, 1642, did his Majeſty fet up 
hrs Standard-Roya) at Novitingbam. His General 
was the Valiant Earl of Zind{cy, the Parlia- 
ments General was Rovert Devereux Earl of 
E/ſ.x and their Admiral the Earl of war- 
wick, The firſt blood that was fpilt in this 
unhappy War, was near unto Zu/,whither ſome 
forces of the Kings forces were drawn, upon 
whom Sir 7obn Zotham and Sir Fobn Meldram 
ſailied, taking ſome, and killing others. 

Seftember the niath. 1642, the Earls of E/cx 
(-t forth with his Army out of Zoxdon, and 
0T04er the 23 the Caveliers, (ſo called) which 
were the Kings party, and the Roundheads 
(ſo called from the cuſtom of the Puritans cut- 
ting their hair ſhort to their ears) which were 
the Parliaments party , met between Keinton 
2nd Edgbil 10 Warwick-ſbire, and there ingaged 
in fizhe, which was acted with ſuch fury, that 
near 5000 were {lin upon the place, The King 
had ſo mnch the better of the day as to keep 
the Field. Perſons of remark ſlain on his 
Majeſties fide, were. the Earl of Lindjey, and 
Sir Edward Varney Stangdard-pearer ; but Me.

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Fobn Smith immediately recovered the Standard, 
for which ſervice he was Knighted in the Freld, 
On-the Parliaments part were flain the Lord 
St. Fokn of Bletſo, and Colonel Eſſex, From 
this fight at Edg-bi8 the King marched to Bax- 
bury, which was ſurrendred to him ; then entred 
Oxford triumphantly, and having ſecured that 
place, he advanced toward Zondor, and at Brant- 
ford fell upon two Regiments of his Enemies, 
taking about 5oo Priſoners.. The Parliament 
to encreaſe their Numbers, declared that all 
Apprentices that would liſt themſclyes in their 
ſervice for the Publick Cauſe,ſhould be ſecured 
from the injury of their Matters, and their 
time to go on toward their freedom ; by which 


means multitudes of Youth forſook .-their Ma- - 


ſters to fight for the. Parliament. © They alſo 
:1nvited their Brethren the Scors (as they call'd 
them) to come into Exglzrd to their aid.-- And 
ro animite the people rorake up Arms for the 
Parliament, ſome bufie Clergy-men made great 
(not good) uſe-of that facred Text in their 
Pulpits, Curſe ye Ateroz, &c. Futges the 5. 23; 
Bur, bleſſed are the Pexce-maters, ſaith the Prince 
of peace. About the beginning - of : March, 
Commuſhoners were appointed to treat at Ox- 
ford 1a order to a rcconcilation ; bur the Par- 
laments propoſals were ſo out of reaſon, that 
the treaty proved fruitleſs, 

A. D. 1643--1n the beginning of the Springs 
the Queen returned into Exgland, bringing with 
her conftderadle ſupplies of -Men, Money, and 
Amwunicon out of Frazce; and that year 21s

ſome few Gariſons. excepted, Fxly the 5b 
Sir &4!ph Hopton With his Cavaliers-, routed 
Sir liam Waller at Lanſdown near Bath; and 
Fu! rhe 15th, he again defeated him at Kound- 
w4-kil by the Devizes, killing many hundreds 
:a the place, and taking many more Priſoners. 
Briſtol and Ex2ter were yielded unto thoſe two 
Martial Princes, Rupert and Maurice, Sens of 
Fredrich Prince Palatine of the Rkine, and 
Elizabeth his Wife, Siſter to King Charles the 
arlt, Glouceſiey the King belteged with a brave 
Army ; and the befieged under the command of 
Colonel Elwerd Maſſey defended themſelvss 
with great bravery, till the Earl of Z/ex 
came with an-Army and raiſed the Siege. From. 
this Stege the two Armies marched within few 
miles each of the other without any engage- 
ment, (fave a little skirquſh by Mborne-Chare) 
ull they came to NewSury, where a ſore Bartel 
was fought. On the Kiogs part were ſlain the 
Earls of Carnarvon, and Sunderland , and the 
Learned Lord Falkland ; Eſſex loſt many of his 
Othcers. 

7nugry the 22, thoſe loyal Mzmbers of Par. 
11zment Who diſſented from them at. wejimin- 
jter , met at Oxford by the Kings Summons; 
of rhcſe, beſides the Prince and Duke of York, 
the Lord K2epzr Littleton, Treaſurer (vitington 
Duaxe of Richmoni, and Marqueſs of #zrtford, 
thre were ninezteza Earls, and as many Lords, 
and one hundred and ſeyentzen Knights and 
Gentlemen. Other Loyal Lords, Kaights and 
Gentlemen, Members of Parliameat, were at 
this tim? imployed in the Kings (cryice in di- 
vers places of the Nation, ; la 
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In this month and vear the Scorch Army un- 
der the Condud of the Earl of leves entred 
England for the Parliament, being about 18000 
foot and 2000 horſe. 

About this time was Loyal Newark beſieged 
by Sir 7obn Meidram ; but by Prince Kyperts 
coming it was relieved, and the Parlimenta- 
r1ans forced to march away after great loſſes, 
on ſuch conditions as the Prince would grant 
them, 

This year upon a ceſſation of Arms in re- 
lard, ſome forces came over to the Kings aſli- 
{tance. 

This year alſo that Rebellious thing called a 
Parliament at Weſiminſter, and their Adherents, 
and ſome to fave themielyes from puniſhment ; 
rook the Scortiſo Solemn League and Covenant, 
with hands lifted up to the moſt high God, 
ſwearing to endeavour the preſervation of the 
reformed Religion, the extirpation of Popery 
and Prelacy, to preſerve the Rights and privi- 
ledges of Parliameor, and liberties of the King- 
dcm,and to defend and preſerve the Kings Mae 
jeſties perſon, and Authority, Ge. Ail the 
Parl:aments pretence 1n raiſing Arms, was re- 
formation, for the defence of the Kings perſon, 
to reſcue him from his evil Council, and to 
make him a glorious King ; which at length 
they did, when they deprived him of his na- 
tural Lfe, 

A.D. 1&44, Sir Wiliam Waller defeated Sir 
Ralph Eopton avout Braxdon Heath, The Lord 
Fairfax and his Son, Sir Thomas, took diyers of 
the Kings Gariſons in the North, Prince 
Ruferli.

Kupert raiſed the Siege of Zatham-houſe, 7une 
the 29, the Kings forces gaye a great defeat 
to Walters Army at Cropredy-bridge. And pre- 
ſently after this,the King drove the Earl of E/x 
up into Cornwall; but the Earl deſerted his 
Army, paſſing by water to Phmouth; and his 
noſe taking the advantage of a dark night, 
eſcaped, leaving the Foot to ſhift how they 
could, who capitulated for their lives, l-aving 
their Arms, Cannon, Amunitioa, and Baggage, 
to the Kings diſpoſal. Then 1|ferdcomb, Barn- 
/tible, and Saltraſh yielded to the King, who now 
victoriouſly marched towards Lendons 

July the third was a great fight at Maſtor- 
oor, Where the Parliament obtained a very 
conſiderable Victory. And Ofober the 27th, 
Eſſex, Waller and the Earl of 2anchejter met 
the King as he came out of the Welt , at 
Newbury , where 2 ſharp Battle was fought, 
and the Kings part forced out of the field, 

_ In. november, Mac-Mahbon an Iriſh Rebel was 
hang'd and quartered at Tyburn. And December 
234. Sir Alexander Carew Was beheaded on 
Tower-bill, for attempting to give up the {114 
of Plymouth to the Kings forces, 

Zanuary the firſt, Zotham the Son, and 72nuary 
the ſecond, Zotham the Father, were beheaded on 
Towcr-bib, tor deſigning to betray Hud to the 
Royaliſts, and for other treacheries. 

Fanuary the Toth, William Laud Archbiſhop 
of Camerbury was brought to the Scaffold on |

Fanuary the 3oth, by his Majeſties procure- 
ment 2 Treaty was held at Uxbridge, where the 
Parliaments demands were, That Epiſcopacy 
might be extirpatzd , that. Presbytery might 
be eftabliſhr, and that the King -thould yield 
up- the Militia ſolely into the - Parhiaments 
diſpoſe ; which were ſuch unreaſonable de- 
mands, that the King could not yield to 
them, 

Februtry-the 20th, the Lord Mac-Guire, 2n% 
ther of the grznd:&ifh Rebel*, was executed at 
Tyburn. : 

About this time was the Parliaments Army 
new-moduled. The Earl of E/ex and the 
other Commanders who were Parliament-men 
( Oliver Cromwel was excepted ) were by -the 
f-]f-denying ordinance (lately made) to attend 
1n Parliament, in whoſe ſteads other and more 
ave perſons were appointed. Sir Thoms 
Fairfax was conſtituted Captain . General , 
Oliver Cromreet ( then the Sefaries Darling ) 
was made Licutenznt = General, Henry Iyeton 
Commiſiary-Gereral, &c. After which model 
the Kings affairs of the Nation began fatally ro 
decline. 

A. D. 1645, His Majeſty drew his Army out 
of Oxford, in order to. relieve his Nothern 
Counties, and Garifons; but after he had 
ſtorm2d and taken Zeiceſter, in his way, he was 
called back to ſecure Oxford, which the Par- 
Eament Army threatned with a Sicgee -n 
while

while Sir Thomas Fairfax had intercepted a Let- 
ter of the Lord Gorings to the King, wherein 
that Loyal Subje& had deſired of his Majeſty 
co forbear engaging. with the Enemy <ill he 
could be.joyned-with him. Hereupon Fairfax 
l:fr his Siege afore Oxford, and- made direatly 
towards the King with a purpoſe to fight him, 
before that addition of ſtrength ſhould come 
in. And at a place near Vzesby in Northamptoz- 
frire, both Armies met on Saturdyy, June 14th. 
1645. His Majeſty command:d the main body, - 
Prince Rupert and Prince Aaurice the right 
wing , .Sir Marmadube Langlale the left , the 
Lord A/Hly the right-hand reſerve, and Sir 
George Liſle the lefe. Of the Parliament Army 
Fairfax and Sbippon had the ordering of the 
main battel, Cromwel the right winz, and Ireron 
tne left. Prince Rupert charged that wing 
command:d by Treton ſo home, that he difſe 
ordered it, taking Jreton Priſoner; and for. a 
while :he followed the Parlimentarians towards 
Naesby ; but 1n the interim Cromwel worſted-rhe 
Kings right wing, and then came into Fairfax 
his aſſiſtance, who together charged upon the 
Kings main body ; and they no longer able to 
ſtzod it out, retreated out of the Ficld, leaving 
a complear Vidtory to the difloyal party, who 


purſued th:m within two miles of Leiceſter , 


killing in their way many Women that had 


followed the Cavaliers Camp. On the Par- 
laments fide were wounded and ſlain above 
1000, Oa the Kings ite were lata 29 Knights, 


Colonels and Officers of note: .and 660 private 


'Soldiers; and of Priſcgers were taxen {ix 


C3!onels, 
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Colonels, $ Lieutenant Colonels, 18 Majors, 
70 Captains, with many other Officers, 4509 
common Soldiers, 13 of the Kings kouſhold- 
2rvants, 12 Pieces of Ordinance, $000 Arms, 
40 Barrels of Powder, -200 Carriages; ſtore of 
rich pillage, 3000 Horſes, the Kings Standard, 
one of his Coaches, His Cabinet of Letters, 
which the Parliament cauſed to be made pub- 
lick, 

April the 16th, Leiceſter- was yielded up to 
Sir Thonus Fairfax » which accomplithed ; he 
marched into the Welt to relieve Turton then 
beſteged by the Royal party. At Largport he 
diſcomfitted the Lord Gorings forces, taking 
1400 Prifoners. Then Bridgwater and B:th 
yielded to him, Then he beſieged Stertourn 
Caſtle, and ſent Cromwel to ſuppreſs the Wilts, 
and Dorſcrſtire Clubd-men. aſſociated about 
Shaftsburs, which he did, killing ſome, taking 
others, and diſperſing the reſt, Theſe Clud- 
men declared themſelyes Nutrals, pretending 
only to ſecure their own proprieties. Auguji 
the 151h, Skerbourn Caſtle was ſurrendred upon 
promiſe of Quarter. 

At Komion-heath, near Chejter, Colonel Pers 
worlted his Majeſties forccs. 

In Tork-ſtire, Collonel Robert Lilburn routed 
the Royalifts commanded by the Lord Digbi, 
and Sir .rmaiuke Langdule, Collonel Birch 
and Collonel 3-9rg by a ſtratagem took Here- 


ford for the Parlizment, At Boveytracy Oliver 


Cromrec! ſurpriſed the Lord Wentworth , took 
three Regiments, diiperſing rwo others. Fairfax 
cook Dar;nom/h, dteatcd the Lord Fofton 4:

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Torrington,and immediately atter blocks him up 
at Truro, inforcing him to disband his Army, 
loch 21, Facob Lord Ajhly was routed at Stow 
in the Wold, by Sir William Brereton, and Co- 
lonel 2forgan, The Loyal Loxd himſelf was 
caxen Priſoner, with 1500. others.

with Fleetwood, Devbrough, the Lord Grey of 
Groovy, Lambert, Harriſon, and the Militia-forces 
of ſcyeral Counties; fo that his Army when 
Ae WaS Come to Worceſter, could not amount 
to fewer then 80000 men. In Lancaſhire the 
Earl of Derly had raiſed for the King near 
1590 Horſe and Foot, againſt whom Colonel 
Lilbourn marched , and routed them , taking 
many perſons of quality ; the Earl of Derby 
himſelf with much ado eſcaped to the King at 
worceſter, where on that rwice fatal, but once 
Lucky day, September the 34, his Majeſty being 
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ſurrounded by his Enemies, reſolyed to ſally 
upon them with his whole force; which ac- 
cordingly he ci11, and at the firſt made tire 
Gitloyal party retire ſomewhat aiforderly ths 
King himſelf periorming the part of a Valtanc 
Soulater at the h-ad of k1s Horle, Bur at lenzth 
tis Army being overpowered by the numerous 
freſh ſupplies of his enemies, His Majefttes 
f1Je was put to the worſt , his Horſe flying 
amain towards the North, and his Foot into 
morceſter, whither they were followed at the 
heels by their Victtors, who entred the City 
with them, which they plundred, killirg and 
taking molt of the Scots Priſoners ; thoſe Horſe 
that fled were purſued, and great part of them 
taken, and the poor ſirigling Scors were enthe;

September the fifth, as the French Fleet (who 

took part with the Dutch) were going to the re- 
lief of Dunbirk,, moſt of them were taken by 
General Blake; and about the concluſion of 
the ſame month, the Dutch were bang'd to pur. 
poſe by Blake, at a place called the Xemiſh- 
Knock, and were puriued by the Englij» into 
their very Harbor, . But in the beginning of 
Winter, - Blake was worſted by the Dutch in the 
Downs, loſing the Garland, Bonadventure, and 
two Merchartmen, Upon the 18, 19, and 2oth. 
days of February, the two Fleets fought again, 
when the Datch were forced to fly, -th2 Engliſh 
taking fifry-two of their Merchant-men they 
had in Conyoy, and nine men of War.. 
A. D. 1653, and April the 2orb, Oliver Crom- 
well took upon him to put a period to the fit- 
ting of thoſe long winded-Members at. Weſtmin- 
fer, objefting to them when he came to dif- 
Place them, That they deiayed, if not utterly 
neglected the redreſling of publick Grievances; 
that they deſigned their own intereſt, and per- 
petuating them{zIlves ; therefore they were t5 
fit there no longer. Inſtead of taete Members 
turned out of dovrs,Gliver and his Officers con- 
ſtiruted a Council of State to rule the Common- 
wealth, though they reſolyed to rule the Coun- 
Ci] of State. | 

Fune the 2.4 the Engliſh 2nd Dutch Fleets en- 
g2ged again 1n Fight, when at the very firſt ſhot 
made by the Dutch, General Richard Dean was 
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flain. Fune the 34 the Fleets joined again, and 
the diſpute was very hot and bloody, till at 
length the Dutch tacked about, and made haſte 
to their own Coaſts. Of'the Dutch were taken 
Priſoners ſix Captains, 1350 others, Eleven men 
of War were taken, and two Hoys, fix of their 
beſt Ships were ſunk, and two blown up. Of 
the Engliſh were fl1in beſides Admiral Deas, one 
Captain, and a hundred and twenty others, but 
not one Ship loſt or diſabled. 

Cromwell this while,with ſome of the leading 
Oſkcers of -the Army, had mide choice of cer- 
tain perſons, not above 150 for the three Na- 
tons, who were to have the Legiſlative power, 
and to be{tiled a Parliament Theſe Parliament- 
Gentlzmen' and Soldiers of the new-faſhioned 
Ele&tion,met July the 4th. at Weſtminſter, where 
they choſe Mr. Rouſe for their Speaker ; but not 
agreeing amongſt themſelyes (for about ſixty of 
them conteſted hard for the taking away of 
Tythes from the Miniiters as Antichriſtian) they 
furly re-delivered their power into Oliver's 


hands, December the twelfth, after they had En- * 


ated a Law, That Juſtices of the Peace and not 
Miatſters ſhould join perſons together in ſacred 
Wedlock. 

But while this cunning thing called a Parlia- 
ment,was doing little, or little to the purpoſe, 
the ative Dutch were again put forth to Sea 
with-about 120 Mea of War, and before the 
Tex:l were Encountred by the Engliſh, /uly 29th, 
the Fight was vigorouſiy maintained on both 
parts, till the Dutch Admiral Yan Trump fgntung 
1a the, midſt .of the Engliſh Fleet, was with a 
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Musket-ſhot ſhot into the left-Pap, and lain out- 


right, whereby the reſt of their Eleer was ſo 
diſcouraged, that they made to the Texel as 
ſpeedily as they could. The Dutch in this Fight 
loſt 3o Men of War, and about 1200 of their 
Men were taken. The Engliſh had ſlain on their 


part, Graves, Owen, Chapman, Newman, Taylor, *

common Seamen. The Ship named the Oak was 
fired, and two or three difabled. For this emi- 
nent piece of ſervice, the little Parliament ors 
dered that Chains of Gold ſhould be preſented 
to the Admirals Blake, and Col. George Monk , 
Vice-Admiral Per, and Rear-Admiral ! awſor 


and that other Chains likewiſe ſhould be pre- 
ſented to divers Flag-Captains, and Medals of 


Silver to the Officers of the Fleer. 

But to return to Oliver, who after his patcht 
F:nto had diſſolved themſelves, called a Coun- 
cil of Officers, with ſome others of his Crea- 
tures, to conſult about the ſettl:ment of a Go- 
vernment, and theſe at length, after great pre- 
rences of ſeeking Gols mind herein, concluded 
to haye a ſingl- perſon again to be the head of 
the Commonyealth of Fngland, Scotland, and 
Ireland , and the Dominions and Territories 
thereunto belonging, And was accordirgly in- 
ſtalled with much tormality and ceremony, in 
the Chancery-Court at Weſtminſter, before the 
Tudges, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of Lows 
don, with the chief Officers of the Army, on 
Decemtler the 16th, Tmmediarely after which, all 
publick Writings changed their ſtile from thr: 
O57 the Keepers of the Liberties of England, to 
| : : that 
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that of Oliver Lord ProteCtor of England, - &c; 
And the City of london to manifeſt their good 
liking of this Government and Governour (at 
leaſt to make ſhew of it)-invited the Protector 
ro 2 magnificent Feaſt at Grocers-Hall on Febr, 8, 
and Oliver to gratifie them - for this -fayour, 
Knighted Thomas Yiney then Lord M2yor. 

Aſpiring Cromwell having thus obtained the 
Supream Authority; in ſhort time-yiclded to 
2 peace with the Dutch, who had been brought 
exceeding low with the War with England. 

A. D. 1654. and in the Month of 2441, upon 
an accuſation of a Plot to deſtroy the Protector, 
ſeize the Tower, raiſe an Army, and bring in 
the King, there were divers Royaliſts apprehen. 
ded and committed to priſon, three: of whom: 
were condemned by an High Court of Injuſtice, 
and two of them Executed, namely Col, Fohr 
Gerrard who was Beheaded on Tawerh:;l, and 
Mr. Fowel who was hang'd at Charing-croſs ; on 
the ſame day with Col, Gerrard was Beheaded : 
Don *Parntaleon Sa, Brother to the Portugal Em-- 
baſſador, for a Riot made in the New Exchange; 
but death was fo terrible: to this perſon, thar - 
his heart was nigh quite dead within him bes - 
iore his neck came to the Block. 

September the third, a pretended Parliament 
metat Weſtminſter, where after they had heard 
their Maſter Oliver's Speech, and choſe william - 
Zenthall for their Speaker, they debated, Whe- 
ther the Legiſlative power thould be ina fingle- 
perſon and a Parlizmentr, or 1n 2 Parliament on- - 
ly. The ProteQor's faction were for the former ;+ 
tnoſe calls] the- Comrmonwealth party, thar 
Were 
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were for a Democratical Government, were for 
the latter;one declaring,Thart as God had made 
him an Inſtrument 1n cutting down Tyranny in 
one perſon, ſo now he would not endure to ſee 
the Nations Liberties ſhackled by another, 
whoſe right to the Goyernment could be mea 
ſured out no other way than by the length of his 
Sword. But when theſe things were reported to 
the Uſurper Oliver, he hafted from nitebal to 
Weſtminſter, and there declares to his Parlia- 
ment, that-he would havethem to take notice 
of this, That the ſame Government made him 4 
Protettor, as made them a Parliament: That as 
they were intruſted with ſome things, ſo was he 
with others : That there were certain Funda- 
mentals which could not be altered : as, Taat 
the Government ſhould be in a ſingle perfon and 
Parliament : That Parhlamen:s ſhould not be 
perpetual: That in Religious matters there 
ſhould be liberty of Conſcience, 7c. And then 
he enjoined them to £12n this Recognition of the 
Goverament, viz. 1 do bereby promiſe and engage 
to be true and faithful tothe Lord ”"rotetor and Com- 
monwealth of England, Scotland, x4 Irzland, 
ard fball not (according to the tenour of. the Inicn- 
zure, whereby I am returned tio ſerve in Parliament) 
propoſe or give my Conſent to alter the Government 
as *t1s feilel in one perſon aud a Parliament. The 


ſubſcription to this was refuſed by ſever il Mcm- * 


bers; the reſt who ſubſcribed it were permitted 
to fit till Fanuary the 24th, 1654, at which time 
liver aiffolyed them, becauſe they delayed ro 
{ettle tum in the Government. 

December the 19th, Pex and Yerables with 2 
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Fleet of thirty Ships, wherein were three thou- 
ſand forces, put to Sea, and in April following 
arrived at #iſpaniola, and came within fight of 
that Golden Town Sana Domingo, upon which 
rheir firſt and chief enterprize was deligned; but 
tirough the exceſſive heat of the Chme, want 
of freſh-water, and ſome other diſcourage- 
ments, great numbers of the Soldiers p:riſhed, 
and that deſign was fruitleſs; therefore they 
ſer ſail for the Iſland 7amaicaz where being ar- 
rived, they were tliere fo ſucceſsful, as 1n ſhort 
time to pollcſs themſelyes of the chief Town 
called Oitrazto, bringing the. whole Ifland into 
ſubjection. 

In. England the Royal party were buſie to take 
cown the ProteGor's Greatneſs ; but tne Plot 
was diſcoyered before it was ripe for execution, 
and many of the Conſpirators 1n ſeveral places 
ſeized on by the Olivaricns, At Salisbury, March 
the 11th. a party of about 200 Cavaliers were 
in Arms, but were diſperſed, and ſome of their 
chief Leaders taken, as Mr. Grove, Lieutenant 
Colonel Penruddock, Major Dean, Foncs, &C. 
Others there were 1a Arms about Shremsbury, 
Sherwood-Forelſt in Northumberland, and another 
party 1n Yorb-ſvire, where Sir Henry Slingsby Was 
taken : Lieutenant Colonel Perruddoch, and Mr. 
Grove, were beheaded at Salzzbury, and fome 
others of them were hang'd. 

A. D. 1655. about the beginning of this year 
Admiral Blake with his Fleet performed a da- 
ring piece of ſeryice at Tunis, where demand- 
1ng from the Dye or Goyernour of 74nz repa- 


zation for the loſſes the Engliſh ſuſtained from 
Turkiſh 
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Turkiſh Pirates, and having a ſcornful anſwer* 


returned, he boldly preſs'd upen their Ships 
lying under the Caſtle of Goleta, and there 
burnt nine Ships with bur the loſs of 25 men);

In E:gland the Protettor conſtituted a new

tneſr ſeyeral limits aſſigned them to ſuperviſe 
theafions of the poor Royaliſts, and to deci- 


- mate. their Eſtates, and indeed to do what they 
liſked;burt theſe after they had tyranized a while, ' 


were laid aſide. 
February the 16th. did the Spaniard at Dunbirk 


declare open War againſt England, and imme-' 


diarely thereupon was a Peace concluded be- 


twixt France and England, one of the Articles of 
which was, That the King of France ſhould ex- 


clude Charles Stuart (King of 'Ergland) and all 


his Relations and Adherents out of his Domin:- 
ons, 2nd accordirgly the Duke of T6rk was: 


Complemented to depart France by ſuch a time ; 
nor W2s his Retinue to ſtay 2fter him; had his 
Majeſty himſelf been there,he muſt have expett- 
ed the ſame dealing. 

February the 21. died that Learned Prelate 
Dr. Uſher A. B. of Armagh, and was buried in 
Weſtminſter Abby. | 

4.D. 1556, To begin this year well for for- 
tunate Oliver,ſome of his Eleet under the Admi-

September the 17th, another of Oliver's Parlia- 
ments aflembled art weſtminſter, where before 
they were admitted to enter the Houſe, they 
mult ſeyerallywngage aot to act any thing pre- 
judicial ro the preſent Government; whereup- 
on fome of them returned home, - the- reit -ea-- 
tring the Houſe, choſe Sir Thomss Widdrington 
tnetr Speaker, and ſpgthemſclves to ad ſuitably: 
to Oliver's wiſhes, paſting an Act for renounc! 
and diſannulkng the title of (harles Stuart unto 
tie Government of the Nations of - Fngland, 
Scotland and Ireland, &c. and making lt to be: 
treaſon againſt the ProteQor, as it-formerly- 
had been againſt the Kings perſon ; then ordain- 
ed moneys to be raiſed in the-three Iattons for 
paying the Armies, And ordered a years rent 
to be paid the ProteCtor for every Houſe built 
upon 2 new foundation within ten mil: s of the 
City of London, 

Yet notwichſtanding the proviſion made to 
ſecure the ProteCor's perſon, there were diyers 
attempts made to kill him, and 2 printed pa- 
per was publiſhed, intituled, Killing no Mur- 
ther, One les Sindercomb formerly a Soldier 
inthe Army, had determiaed to ſhoot, or by one 
means or other to rid the world of him; bur his 
defign being betrayed, he was condemned to be 
hang'd and quartered; to prevent which he pro- 
cured his own death, 'tis ſatd, by ſnuffing up a- 
poyſonous powder into his head; wherefore as--

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from the Tower to Towerbill, where being turned 


naked 1nto a hole, a Rake ſpiked with iron was | 


driven through him. 

A. D. 1657. This year commenced with 2 
Conſpiracy of Fifth -Monarchiſts to have pull'd 
down Oliver; but the Plot was diſcoyered, and 
the Projeors apprehended ; the chief of 
whom was Major General Zarriſon, Vice-Ad- 
miral Zawſon, Col. Rich, Major Danvers, and 
Captain Yenner ; their Standard which they 
had 1n readineſs, had pouxtraied in it a Lion 
couchant Gules in a g-l8Argenr, vith this 
Motto, Who ſhall rouze him? 

April the 20th, Admiral Blabe performed 
another notable exploit, for at Sanita Cruz 1n 
Teneriffa, the chief J/land of the Canaries, 


and belonging to the Spaniards, he fired and ſtink. 


I6 great Ships,among which was the Admiral, 
Vice-Admiral, and-Rear-Admiral, and two or 
three Gallions; the Sraviards beities the loſs 
of their whole Fl-et, had many hundreds of 
men ſtain on the ſhore; yet in this notadle 
Action, the Engliſh had but 48 men ſlain, anc 
120 wounded; the Protector to gratifi2 the 
Admiral for this his brave ſervice, fent him a 
Diamond Ring worta 5ool, and Capt:1n 
Kichard Straizer who led the firſt ſquadron, 
was at his coming into England for this and his 
other good feryice at Cadiz, honoured with 
Knighthood. 

And now the Parliament, who had been long 
devating concerning the ſetling of his Highneſs, 
at laſt preſent him with a certain thing called, 
The bumble Petition and Advice , deſiring him 

to 
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to take the government of the three Nations 
upon him, with the ſtile of King ; which ſtile 
he refuſed, as foreſeeing this would diſguſt 
the Sedaeriſts generallyz therefore contented 
himſelf with the Power Royal, and his old 
{tile of Lord ProteCtor, which the Parliament 
confirmed. And 7une the 26th, his Highneſs 
was with great State and Magnificence inſtalled 
in his Offce of Protetor in Weſtminſter-hall ; 
where the Speaker in the name of the Parlia- 
ment, preſented him with a Robe of Purple- 
Velyer, lined with Ermine, a Sword, a large 
Bible richly gilt and boſſed, and a Scepter "8 
Gold. And when the Speaker, Earl of War- 
wick, and Sir Buljlrode Writlock, had velted 
Oliver, then the Speaker adminiſtr2d the Oath 
to him 1n theſe following words: 7 do in the 
preſence and by the name of Aimigity God, pro- 
miſe and ſwear that to the utmoſt of my power, 
I will uphola ard maintain tie true reformed Pro- 
teſtant Religion , in the purity thereof, as 1t ts 
co:tiined inthe Eoly Scriftures of the Old and New 
Teſtaments, and encourage the profeſſion and pro- 
fcfors thereof, and that to the utmoſt of my power, 
I will endeavor as chief Magiſtrate of theſe three 
Nations, the maintenance and prefervation of the 
feace aid ſafety, and juſt Rights and Priviledges 
of the People thereof, and jhell in all things ac- 
cording to my beſt knowledge and power, govern 
the Peofle according 10 Law, '- ihis Oath being 
taken by him, he was immediately proclaimed 


Lord Prot: Gor of the Common-wealth of 


England, &c. And that done, ſome Souldicrs 
and others cr7ed, God ſave the Lord Protector. 
0:ruer 
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0liver thus eſtabliſhed in his mightineſs. by 
Parliment, he falls to faſhion his family after 
the manner of a Kings Court, hath his Yeomen 
of the Guard in their livery of gray Cloath, 
welted with black Velyet; over whom com. 
manded Walter Strickland ; His Lord Keeper was 
Nathaniel Fines; and Lord Chamberlain, Sir 
Gilbert Pickering, 8&C. And the better to ſtreng- 
then himſelf at home, and to raiſe his Family 
into efteem, he gave his eldeſt Son a Command 
.in the Army, his younger Son he- made Lord 
Deputy of Jrelund; his two younger Daughters 
#hat were not yet diſpoſed of - in marriage, 
he matched the elder of them with Mr, Robert 
Rich the Earl of Warwicks Grandſon, and the 
youngeſt with a perſon of great Honour. And 
that he might be as King-like as poſſible, and 
withal check th? Commons in Parliment, he 
conſtituted an Upper Houle of Parliament 1n- 
ſtead of the Houſe of Lords, 62 in number, 
moſt of them his own creatures ; amongſt 
whom were Colonel Zewſon, one by trade next 
kin t5 a Cobler ; and Colonel Pride, formerly 
a Brewers ſervant; who before this had been 
made two of his knights errants. And to 
honour his Muſhrooms, he eleCted to ſet in his 
Upper Houſe ſome tew Noble men, as the Earl 
of Warwick , &C. 

February the 20th, the Parliment that had 
Þ-en adjourned, now reafſembled ; but becauſe 
they admitted thoſe Members to fit with them, 
-who at firſt rejuſed to ſubſcribe to Olivers In- 
ſtruments ; and becauſe they queltioned the 
ProtcQors-power 3a ercCting his Upper Houſe, 
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{ which in contempt they called the other 
#ouſe) Oliver hereupon ſent for them to 'his 
Upper Houſe Bar,where he made a large ſpeech 
to them, and in concluſion told them, That it 
did concern as well the peace and tranquility 
of the Nation, 2s his own intereſt,to terminate 
that Parliament, and therefore he did at: this 
time put an end to their fitting, February the 
fourth. 

A. D. 1658. This. Year began with a diſ- 
covery of a moſt horrible Plot, as Oliver 
called it, and indeed he had an excellent Art 
for the diſcovery of Plots, having his' mer- 
cenary trepans and inſtruments oj falthood, 
who counterfeiting themſelves forward Royal- 
lifts, thereby inſinuated themſelves into the 
Counſel of the Kings friends, and then be- 
trayed. them, . And the King himſelf was 
troubled with one of- thcſe falſe Creatures 
about his own perſon; for Captain 31:n:ing, 
one of his Secretaries Clerks, was taken 1n 
the very a& of receiving Letters from Thurloe 
Olivers Secretary, for the which he was in- 
ſantly Shot to death. But the Loyal Confe- 
d&rates in the late diſcoyered Plot, were divers 
of them apprehended, as.Dr. Zewit, Colonel 
Elward Ajbton, Mr. 2ordant, the Earl of Peter= 
toroughks Brother, and others, who were 1n- 
aifted of High Treaſon for endeayouring to

ernment, and to promote (harles Sruart to the 


Government of theſe Nations, and for holding 
correſpondency with the ſaid Charles Stuart. 


Mr, Alordant Was acquitted; but Dr. Zcwit, 
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and Sir Henry Slizgsby were beheaded on Tower - 
bil Fune the eighth, though many endeayours 
were uſed by divers perſons of quality, and 
Miniſters, for the ſaving of their lives, eſpe- 
E£lally the Dottors ;-Colonel Aſhton and: others 
were hang'd and quartered 1n London.

Ecwits life ; but his hard heart would not 
yield therero,though he loved this Daughter ſo 
paſſionately, that he never injoyed himſelf after

Mother was the Daughter of Sir Richard Stew- 
ard, and his .wife Elizabeth the Daughter of 
Sir Fames Bourchier ; He was of a very mar- 
tial Spirit, and of excellent conduct, and 
attended with very good ſucceſs in -hts at- 
tempts, Nor was hea Souldier-only, -but alſo 
2 very good Orator and deep Politician ; and 
ſo great a Diſſembler, that he could ſhed Cro- 
codillian tears at pleaſure, when thoſe would 
at any time adyantage him among the Religious; 
an high pretender he was to Religion, though, 
as his actions manifeſted, it was only thereby 
to obtain his ambitious ends ; fo impioully 
ſolute for the effeing his deſigaments, 
that he valued not the yiolation of the molt 
ſolemn promiſes, or ſacred Oaths; nor the 
ſh-dding of any, though the blood of the 
Lords anointed. Yet was this Man courted 
or feared by moſt of the Princes in Europe; 
and the Kings of France and Sweden were 
entred into ſo ſtrict a League with him, as 
had he. lived, might haye troubled good parr 
of the world. 

In Olivers ſtead, Richard Cromrec# his eldeft 


Son, whom he had appointed his Succeſſor, . 


was proclaimed Protector. Shortly after which, 


ſeveral Addreſſes, proteſting both Joye and 


obedience to Kichards Aighneſs, were preſented 
from the Armies of the three Nations, from 
the Zondon-Minilters, from diyers Counties, 
Cities, and chief Towns of Ezxgland. And the 
Foreign Ambaſſadors then in England pre- 
tended to lament with Mr. Richard for the 
death of his Father; deſired the coatinuance 
of taat Leigue ;n } Amity, which was granted, 
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2:d.maintained by his late Highneſs Oliver 
Lord ProteQtor. 

Noucmber the 23, were the Funerals of 
Oliver Solemnized (after his Herſe had Jain 
12 the greateſt State ſome weeks in Somerſet- 
.Zonſe) at a vaſt charge,and in greater Pomp 
than had formerly been uſed for the greatelt 
FnglifſÞ Kings ; his Corps had been privately 
interr'd many days before in the Chappel- 
Ro; al of Henry the Seventh, at Weſtminſter, 


'Bur the yaſt expences of thoſe Funerals were 
.ncyer diſcharged ; but thoſe Tradeſmen who 
had hopes of gaining the moſt by it, ſ:t down 


the greateſt loſers at Jaſt, As ſoon at the 
Funcral-rites of this old Fox Oliver were ac- 


compliſhed, his Son Richard proceeded to the 


carrying on of matters ot publick concern- 


_ ment. 


The firſt.of which was the ſendirg a Naval- 
ſupply to the King of Sweer, for the aiding 
him againſt the Kirg of Denumare, The next 
'of any moment was the calling of a Parlament 
to convene Fanuary the 271th, at Weſtminſter ; 
where when they were met,tacy chole for their 
Speaker, Mr Challozer Chute ; and the Members 
ſ:yerally took the Oath, not to alter the form 
of Government. Which done, they went to

The Duke of Buckingham 
was alſo freed out of: windſor-Caſtle , 4ypon 
his Father-in-Law the Lord Fairfax's giving

any means to promote the interelt of Charles 
Stazri, Next, after long and tedious debates, 
they yielded that the Members, who had been 
returned to ſerve for Scotland and Ireland,ſhould 
continue to ſet amongſt them as Members 
tor that. preſent Parliament. They likewif? 
proceeded to draw up a bill, waich ſhould be 
eotitul:d, An At of R-cogaition of his High- 
neis his right and title co be Protector, 2nd 
chief Magiſtrate of the Common-wealth of 
Enzland, &c. But this was never perfected.

April the 6th, General Charles Fleetwors 
preſented the ProteCtor a R? preſent ation from 
the Officers of the Army, wierein they com- 
plainzd, That they who had born the bruit 
of the War, were now dcſpiſed, and like to be 
kid afide ; That the Cavalicrs held dangzrous 
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meetings in and about Zondon, That liſts of the 


names of ſuch who were the Tryers of the-. 
_ old King, were Printed 1in red Letters, and 


ſcattered about, asif they were men appointed 
for deſtrufion: That the famous ations of the 
long Parliament, and his late Highneſs, 1n and 
fince 1648, were traduced and vilified, There- 
fore they defired that his Highneſs would be 
pleaſed to repreſent theſe things to the Par- 
Jiament, and procure their remedies, The 
Army alſo began to grow jealous alſo of the 
Parltament, as if they were too favourable to

Then theſe Members cxufe4 the Protectors 
Great Seal to be broken, and yoted their own 
old Seal up again, - Then ſcar to the Protcfto © 
for an acknowledgment from him cf his ſuv- 
miſhon to their government; and according!y 
on May the twenty-fifth he made ms reſignation * 
and. ſubmitten ; declaring in- writing, Thar 
thought reſpect to the particular engxgements 
that lay upon him, he could not be active 1n 
making a change in the Goyernment of theſe 
Nations; yet through the goodneſs of God, 
he would freely acquicſce in its being made; 
and'that he held himſelf ingaged, as (with other 
men) he expected Protection from the preſent.

Tne while theſe-things were in agitation, 
the Kings friends were yery buſie in promoting 
his intereſt , by cngaging as many as they 
could for his ſeryice in all places of England; 
and ſo ſucceſsful was the Kings Commitſioners, 
that great part of the Nobility and Gentry of 


England and Wales, were. intereſted by them 


in. the Kings quarrel ; and a day was fixed in 
Fuly for their appearing in Arms; the firſt

manders of the Army; publiſhed a Declarati- 
on'for a Commonwealth, without a ſingle 
Perſon or Houſe of Lords, for preſeryation 
of the: Laws; upholding” of the Miniſtry, the 
Univerſty and Tytkes (all which had lately 
been in great danger) for maintaining liberty 
of Conſcience. General Monk in' the mean 
time advanced with his new-modeltled Army 
towards London, all the way being carcfled 
by the Gentry of the ſeveral Counties as he 
paſſed along, with all teſtimonies of afe&ion, 
and petition for the reſtoring of the Secluded 
Members, and procuring:of- a Free Parliament. 
Commilſſtoners were ſentto him from the Ciry 
of 'London , with the like requeſt for 2 Frez 
Parliament ; but the General wiſely conccal- 
2d his inclinations and intentions, pretending 
ſtrong ref{olutions ro be f2ithiul to thofe Mem- 
bers ſitting at Weſtmin/3zr ; and yer carried him- 
ſelf-with fo* much eyenneſs,. thit the Ciry 
and Country had hopss he wovld ſtint their 
friend, as the Furr could ſer bur little 
cauſe to m*{Joubt his real'cocd meaning to. 
wards them , howbeit ro mak? him the ſure 
on their ſide, they ordered him and his heirs 2

as,for the taking-away all places of truſt and 
power out of the-hands of the SeCtarian party ; 
alſo yoted-a Full and FreeParliament to be cho- 


ſen and to fit at Weſtminſter, April the 25th, This - 


Parliament was called Free, yet (as in all the 
ProteQors Parliaments) no Loyaliſt that had 
been in a&tual Arms for the King ,was capable of 
being elected for a Parliamemt-man, 

March 17,the Long Parliament diſſolved them- 
ſelves,lcaving a Council of State to govern till 
the next Parliament4hould affemble. Burt in the 
interim, that the Parliament was buſted for the 
recovering the peace and freedom of the Nation; 
ſome malecontents were very aCtive for ſowing 
the ſceds of diviſton in the Army, eſpecially in 
that part which had been for the Committee of 
Safety ;yet by-the care and prudence of General 
Mon' (who diſplaced moſt of the Banatick Offi- 
cers) their deſigns were'truſtrated. Lambert,after 
the diflolution of the P:rliament, attempted to 
inyolye the Nation again in a Civil War; but 
Col. Richard Ingoldsby diſperſed his ſmall force; 
and took him priſoner. 

A.D.1660, Atr.20,theFree Parliament affembled 
at Weſtminſter ; on ay 1, voted, That according 
to tia2 ancient and fandamental Laws of this 
Xing1om; C#arles the TI. is the lawful and un- 
Joubtiul-King of theſe Nations, +Tranſcendent 
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this good news. His Majeſty frm his Court then —- 
at Breda, had ſent his Letters to both Houſes of © 
Parliament, to. General Monb , and to the City ; 
tro Admiral .Hontague, and the Officers. of the 
Fleet, with alſo a Declaration to all his loving 
Subjcs,- the ſubſtance whereof was, That he 
did grant a. free and general pardon to all his 
Subjects thatſhould within forty days lay hold 
upon his grace and favour, excepting ſuch per= 
ſons as ſhould be excepted by Parli:ment..That 
he would ſhew all poſlible Indulgement-to ten- 
der Conſciences. And ſuch as differ in matter-of 
Religion, ſo they. did not diſturb the peace of 
the Kingdom, that he would preſerve them 
free from injury 1n their lives and eſtates ; and 
thatall things relating to ſales and purchaſes, 
( for there had been more:landsbought and ſold 

in the late uſurping times, than what the right 
owners (loyal Subjects) had conſented to,ſhould 
be determined in Parliament : That he would 
take care for the full ſatisfaftion of the arrears 
of the Soldiery under the command of General 
.7 0%, and that they ſhould be received into 
his ſervice, -upon as good pay and conditions as 
ar that preſent they enjoyed. The Parliament 
conſidering that his Majeſty had for many years 
been deprived of his Revenues, and therefore 
could nor but be in want of money, they there- 
fore ordered that the ſum. of 50@00.4. ſhould be. 
{ear him for a preſent 3 T0000 l. tothe Duke of 
Torh , and 500 l. to the Duke of Glouceſter. The 
City of Zondon likewiſe to teltifie their gratitude 
t9 his Majeſty,ſent him 100001. and to his two 
Brothers 2 1000 l. apiece, and 3991. they pre-.

After his Majeſty had given his Royal aſſent 
to the Acts preſented him, he made a Speech to 
both Houſes, wherein he ufed theſe memorable 
expreſſions , That this Parltament ſhould be 
called to all poſterity, The Healing and the 
Bl:fled Parliament. 

In the beginning of Funuary Following, 
wiulſt his Majeſty was accompanying his Royal 
Mother, and Siſter #enrietta Maria, part of their 
Journey to France, an inconſiderable number 
of the fiſth Monarchiſts raiſed a great diftur. 
bance in Londen, killing ſome of the City- 
watch, and two nights with great deſperatznels 
oppoſing the Traitned-bands and other force, 
1] at length' divers of: them being wounded, 
and others flain, the reſt,that could, made their 
eſcape. And ina f:w days after, was Captain 


Femnor, 2nd twelve more of them, cxecuted in 


Coleman. ftreet over againſt their mecting-houſe, 
and other parts of London. 

Zanuary the thirtieth, were the dead bodies 
of thoſe infamous Traytors, Cromwell, Ireton, 
Bradſtaw, ( all buried at YYeftminſter ) taken 
out of their Coffins, and drawn upon #ardles 
to Thburn; they were hang'd by the neck for 
ſome hours, then had their heads chopt off, 


which were perched npon YYVeſtminſter-ball; 


and their bodies thrown into a hole uader tit 
Gallows. 

This Year of Jubilee were the Jands of the 
Xings Loyal Subje&ts reſtored to them that 
had been unjuſtly taken from them, by the late 
LKurper ; . the Biſhops, Deans, and c—_ 
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lands were likewiſe reſtored to the uſe of theſe 


Church-men, 

A.D, 1661. Theentrahce of this Year was 
made famous by the magnificent Coronation 
of King Charles the Second, who was Crowned 
at YVeſtminſter on St. Georges day, by the hands 
of Dr. 7ux9n Archbiſhop of (anterbury: May 
the eighth,according to His Majeſtiesſammons, 
the Parliament met at YYeſtminſter, and elected 
Sir Edward Turner for their Speaker. 

May the twentieth, by order of Parkament 
was the Scots Solemn League and Covenant, 
that had been impoſed on the Kings Subjects 
without his conſ:nt, burnt in London by the 
hand of the common Hangman. Ay the 
27th, James Marqueſs of Argile for his former 
diloyal and treaſonable practices, was beheaded 
at the City of Zdexbrough.in Scotland, November 
the 2.6, John James a Fifth-monarchiſt, was drawn, 
hanged and quartered at London, for ſpeaking 
certain Treaſonable words. 

January the 27th, the Lord Mounſon, Sir 
Henry Mildmay, and Mr. wallop, three inſtra- 
ments in procuring the death of the late King , 
were ſhamefully drawn upon Zurdles from 
Newgate to Tyburn , and from thence back 

February the eighth, hipned a moſt violent 
Wind, the like to which had not been known 
inthe memory of any then living ; it did very 
much harm 1n many parts of the Nation, by 
tearing up of Fruit and Timber-Trees, and 
ruining Houſes. This year the Book of Common- 
Prayer was reſtored to the Church, and con- 
irmed by AR of Parliament. 
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A. D. 1662, and April the 19th, three of the 
Regicides, namely, Ferkjiead, Okey, -and Corbet, 
were drawn upon #urdles from the Tower: to 
T;burn, and there hang'd and quartered, 

May the 14. Katharine the Infanta of Portugal, 
arrived at Portſmouth, where ſhe was married 
to Charles the Second King of England, Scot- 
land, 8&Cc. 

Miy the 19th, at the Prorogation of the Par- 
liament, was the Bill for Hearth-money ſigned, 

- In the beginniug of June was Sir Henry Yane, 
and amber , tryed at the Kings-Bench - Bar, 
for formerly diſturbing the peace of the Na- 
tion, Wc. and were found guilty of Treaſon, 
and condemned; and on Fune the rgth, was Sir 
Henry Vane beheaded on Tower-bill; but through 
his Majeſties Clemency, Lambert had his lit 
relpit:d. On St. Bartholemew - day did many 
Ecclcftaſtical perſons relinquiſh their benefices, 
rather than conform to the Church-dif{cipline:

This faral Accident, rhe fore-runner

Dominions; a third upon the humble Ad 
dreſs of the Lords and Commons in Par- 
Jiament, for baniſhing the Kingdom all 
Prieſts and Defjes _ a fourth for open 
arh.

This Tur )r was ar firit raiſed by a ſmall 


inconhderavle Rabble, bur in a ſhorr rime 
thev encreaſed ro a body of 1600 men, 
who marching ſtreight rowards Edenb-urgh, 
FErc-.encountred and defeated by His Ma- 
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jeſties Forces , commanded by- Lieutes 
ant General Dalzei/ and: Major General:

The Convention of Eftates of Scotland 
meeting in Fanuarty after. 166+ , ' for 
compoſing of the affairs of that King» 
dom, and for preventing both inteſtine 
and foreign dangers that might threaten:

The King of 
Exgland not ignorant of their doings, re- 
ſolved ro make them ſpend rhe Summer 
in needleſs expences of War , and onely 
keep himſelf upon his Guard. 


| The Engliſh therefore having bur a. 
ſmall Fleer abroad , the Dutch pur to Sea. 
berimes, and abour the later end of Apri/ 
made an attempr on Burnt-I/land in Scot- 
{and ; bur were beaten off with: loſs. 


Their next artempr was upon the Fort. 
of Sheerneſs, which being a place of ſmall. 
Force, was ( after a ſhorr bur ftour re- 
fiſtance I by Sir Edward Sprague; . 
and fo the mourh of rhar narrow River was 
lefr open. After this they aſſaulted and 
vere beaten off from Langyard Fort, en-

No other 
reaſon could be given for the ſuddennets 
af his death, bur the extream coldneſs 
of rhar piercing Air, ro. which his Body 
was not accuſtomed. 


- The time of Prorogation being expired, 
the Parliament met again; and upon the 
removal of Sir Edward Turnor, their Speaker, 
ro be Lord chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
Sir 7ob Charleton was made Speaker ; bur 
he ſhortly after falling Sick, Edward Sey- 
mour Eq; ſucceeded. This Seflion of Par- 
liament vored the King a ſupply of 18 
months Aﬀeſiemenr , not exceeding 70000 /. 
a Month ; bur began to be diflarisfied with 
the Kings indulgence and rolerarion to 


Phanarticks, though his Majeſty by a gra- | 


cious Anſwer ro an Addreſs of theirs, en- 
deayoured to remove thar ſcruple. 


Abour the larer end of March, an A& 
for a general and free pardon paſt in Par- 
liament 5 and. then both Houſes adjourned 
till rhe 20th of Oftober following. 


One Fames Piercy, upon the death of the

The Ifland of Tobago was this year taken

change whereof, the Dntch rook Sr. Helena 
from the Engliſh; which might have pro- 
ved of very bad conſequence to the Engliſh 
Eaſt-India Trade; had ir not been re-taken 
by Caprain Monday , with rhree Dutch Eaſt - 
Tndia Merchant Men befides, which 
Tully paid the charges of irs repriſal. For 
this good ſervice Captain Monday was 
Knighred. 


The Dutch this year were firſt at Sca, 
and attempred a vain project, of ſtopping 
up thoſe narrow Channels rhar give entry 
to the River of Thames. Prince K::pert , 
who commanded "the Engliſh Fleer , pur 
out to encoutiter them ; bur they rerrear- 
ing to their own Shoar, rhe Prince ſtood 
tothe Weſt-ward, thar he mighr joyn 
the French and part of rhe Engliſh Fleets. 
This being ſhortly afrer done , the whole 
Fleet made toward rhe coaſt of Holland'; 
and the Prince finding them before Schon« 
welt , ſ:cured by their Banks and rhe ſhal- 
lowneſs of the Water, on the 28th of May 
derached a Squadron of Thirty five ſmall 
Frigots ro -provoke them ro an Engage- 
ment: The Dutch, contrary ro expecti- 
cion , 
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'tion, came forth in good order and en- 
'gaged. The French and Engliſh emulous 
for honour, foughr with extraordinary 
eagerneſs, and ſomewhar entangled each 
other ; bur ar length, after a ſharp di- 
: ſpure, rhe magnanimous Prince forced the 
Enemy to run, and followed them as far 
as the Sands and Water did permir, till 
. Night put an end to the conflict ; and 
the Dutch regained rheir former ſtation, 
The Engliſh loſt bur a few common Sea- 
' men, and nor one Ship. Captains were 
ſlain, Fowles, Finch , Tempeſt , and Woojs 
den. On the Dutch ſide were killed Vice 
Admiral Schram , Rear Admiral Ulugh 
and fix Caprains more. They loſt confi» 
derably in Men, bur onely one Ship called 
'the Deventer. | 


On the fourth of Fune happened ano-

-ecution was done on eirher fide, it be- f 


1ng managed ar great diſtance, and moſt 
parr in the nighr time. 


And thar the Series of rhis years War- þ 


like Actions, may be continued withour 
interruption, on the Tenth of Augsf?, both 
Fleers mer again ar Sea, - and gave the 
laſt ſtroke ro this War.

ward Sprague and van Tromp ; but the 
French making as if they ſtood off for - 


the Wind, did ir in reallity, that they

'Spectarors. Prince Repert and de Ruyrer, 


who kad been engaged together all day, 
finding themſelves ar diſtance from their 
reſpective Squadrons, ſtood back again 
to their affiſtance; and de Rayter defign- 
ing to have cur off the blew Squadron 
from the reſt of the Fleer, was ſo ſmarr-

Dutch had certainly ſuſtained far grearer

rice by Proclamation : Ang accordingly rhe 
Parliament was prorogued rill the firſt day _ 
of Auguſt. 


In purſuance of this Prorogation, the 
Parliament mer at Weſtminſter the firſt day 
of Auguſt, and were then by Commiſſion 
Prorogued rill the 29th of the ſame 
Month ; at which rime his Majeſty being 
willing they ſhould meer, and continue 
\ Sitting for. the diſpatch of weighry Af- 
fairs, did iflue our a Proclamation, requi- 
ring all the Members ro pive their Arren- 
dance at We/tminſter the faid day. Bur . 
rhe face of Afﬀairs abroad being much al- 
tered by the concluſion of the Peace be- 
-rwixt the French King, and the States of 
the United Provinces, which was Signed |

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at N:mepguen the Firſt of Auguſt; his Ma” 


jeſty rhoughr fir likewiſe ro change his . 


reſotution: And therefore by Proclamari- 
on declared, thar both Houſes ſhould be 
Prorogued from the 29th of Auguft, rill 
the firſt of Ofober following ; and after- 
ward by another Proclamarton to the one 
and rwenrtieth of rhe ſame Month, art 


which time his Majeſty required a full 


Meering of the Members.in order ro their 
Sirting for the diſparch of weighty Mar- 


rers ; Which indeed happened ro be of 


greater concern than was imagined. 


The Prince of Orange was now march-: 


ed with his Army to the Relief of Mons, 
at this time Blockr up by the French un- 
der the Command of rhe Duke of Lyx- 
embourg, before he had the News of the 
Peace: And his Highneſs, accompanied 
with the Duke of Monmouth, about the 
beginnifig of Argyuſt, being advanced near 
the Enemies Camp. ar Sr. Denis, bravely 


attacqued ir, and afrer a long and brisk - 


diſpute forcing the French to diflodee, 
poſſeſſed himſelf of their-Ground. The 
Prince and Duke of Monmouth were in 
great danger in this Engagement, bur 
borh came off without any hurt, the 
Earl of Offory commanded his Majeſties 
Subjects that were in the States Service, 
who gained not the leaſt ſhare in the 
Honour of this Day's Action, though ma- 
ny Gallant Men periſhed in the Atrempr. . 


In: ; 
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In September came to light, a Deſign. 
which had been doubrle's long contriving . 
in the blackeſt Cel! of Darkneſs: A Plor 
thar amazed moit Men. allarmed all, and 
gave work enough ſince ro his Majeſty, 
Parliament, and ]ud2cs of the Land ; bur 
ſeeing it is nor 73 yer to fully dicloſed, 
( ar leaſt ro rhe Publick/) as may ſuffici- 
ently warrant an authenrick Relarion . 
thereof ro Pofterity, no man can expect - 
much ro be faid on t in this Abridgemenr; . 
which intends: only to point ar the moſt 
remarkable Occurrences of the Eng/:ſh Hi- 
ſtory. and 1s propoſed rather as an Index 
than Chronicle ro the Reader. 


The matter then was briefly thus. One 
Mr. Titus Oats having received his Edy- 
cation and Orders in the Church of Eng- 
land, ſome Years ago, went over the 
Seas inro Flanders, and afterward into 
$pain. ingratiating himſelf among the Je- 
ſnirs by ſuch means and ro ſych purpo- 
ſes as are ſer down in his Depaſitions 
larely made Publick ; upon his Return, 


ſoon after, this Gentleman ., adviſes 


with one Doctor Tongue, about the Diſco- 
very of whar he had learn'd abroad, and 
ſa. theſe cwo went together ro Sir Edn:cn& . 
bury Gedfrey, one of his Majefties Juſtices 
of the Peace, whom. Mr. Oats informed 
of a Plor karched by Jeſuits, Prieſts , 
and others of the ſame Roman-Catholick 
Ss Perſwafion, . 
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Perſwaſion, againſt the Perſon and Life of 
his Majeſty, the beſt of Kings,and the Sub- 
verſion of the Proteſtant Religion, and 
Government of the Kingdom. And for 
confirmation of whar he ſaid, diſcovered 
many perſons of ſeveral Qualities, who 
were ingaged in the Deſign ; ſome as In- 
ſtruments for. aſſaſſinating his Majeſty, 
and others for carrying on the remaining 
part of the work, by Arms. Forreign Atl- 
ſiſtances and ſuch other Expedients, as they 
Judged neceflary for the Succeſs of their 
Enterpriſe His Majeſty and the Council! 
being acquainred with this, Orders were 
given our for the apprehending and com- 
mirring to cuſtody of many perſons; of 
whom ſome have ſince ſuffered, ſome died 
in Prifon, and many more are #ill in Cu- 


ftody. . To enumerare all. would be more 


tedious than neceflary in this Manual ; 
and ro name bur a few, would be inju- 
rious either to thoſe mentioned, or ro 
the Publick,- in omitting of others who 
ſtand accuſed of the ſame combination : 
we ſhall therefore ſpeak only of thoſe 
who have been fince brought ro publick 


Tryal, and leave irto Time, and the Care

Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, who had taken, 
and given in to the Council, rhe Depoſi- 
rions of the Evidence, was on Saturday 


the Twelfth of Ofober, mijlting from his- 
Houle, 
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Houſe, and no News could be heard of 
him rill Thurſday following ; ar which time 
he was found dead in a Dirch by Primroſe- 
hill, with a Sword thruſt through his Bo- 
dy, bur nothing, excepr his Pocket-Buok, 
taken from him. This Murder was cot- 
cluded by all Men ro be an Act of Re- 
venge, or ſome ſpightful Malice, and nor of 
uniawful defire of Lucre ; ſeeing hisMoney 
and Rings, which were no inconfiderable 
Prize, were left with him : And therefore 
His Majeſty being returned from New- 
Market, cauſed a Proclamation to be 
Publiſhed rhe 2oth of Otober, for the 
Diſcovery of this Inhumane Murder; pro- 
miſing a Reward of Five Hundred Pounds 
ro any thar ſhould diſcover rhe Murde- 
rers, or any of them; and if rhe Diſcove- 
rer proved to be one of rhe Malefactors, 
not only his Pardon, bur likewiſe the pro- 


miſed Sum. 


After the Parliamenr, according to the 
laſt Prorogation, had met the 21th of Oe- 
ber, which was their laſt Seſſion ; the. 
King being informed rthar tome who could 
give information of the Manner and Cir- 
cumſtances of the Murder of Sir Ed1m9nd- 
bury Godfrey, did forbear ro do ir out of 
fear ro their Perſons from the Murderers 
Friends ; His Majeſty emirred another 
Proclamation, promifing on the word of 
a King, nor only the ſaid Reward of Five 
Hundred Ponnds, bur ſich Care for the 


Security 
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Security of the Diſcoverer, as he ſhould 
in reaſon propoſe. 


Theſe rwo- Proclamations ar length in- 
ſpired courage into William Bed!ow,former 
ly a Servant to the Lord Bellaſis, ro make 
a Diſcovery of this Murder, which he 


and one Praunce a Silver Smith in Princes | 


ſtreet,thar confeſſed himſelf ro have been in 
the Fact,made our afterwards againſt three 


of rhoſe rhat were Guilty, the reſt having 


Fled. And according to his Majefſties 
Promiſe, Mr. B:d'ow { as Mr. Oats had bzen 
before ) was allowed Guards for his Se- 
curity and Accommodation and Subſiſtence 
at his Majeſties Charge in IThitehall. 


The King and Parliamenr being ſurpri- 


zed ar the ſtrangeneſs of this miſchievous 


Plot, berook themſelves ro rhe moſt pro- 
bable ways of diſcovering the ſame, and 
preventing the faral Effects thereof; and 
therefore in the firſt place, upon rhe hum- 
ble Petition of the Lords' and Commons 
in Parliamenr, his Majeſty cauſed a Pro- 
clamation ro be .publiſhed for a general 
Faſt rhroughour. the whole Kingdom, to 
be obſerved on Wedneſday the Thirteenth 
of November, for imploring the mercy and 
and protection of Almighry God ro his 
Majeſties Royal Perſon, and in him to all 
his Loyal Subjects ; and to pray thar God 
would bring ro light more and more all 
Terer machinarions againſt his Majeſty wad 
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rhe whole Kingdom. This day of Hus 
miliation was accordingly obſerved 
throughout all England, and a form of 
Prayer by his Majeſtites Command com- 
poſed and publiſhed for thar purpoſe. 


In the next place, His Majeſty cauſed 
ſeveral Proclamations, , and Orders of 
Council ro be publiſhed for the Diſcove- 
ring and. Diſabling of Popiſh Recuſants-: 
The Firſt of the 3oth of Ofcber, com- 
manding all Popiſh Recuſants, or fo re- 
puted, ro depart from rhe Cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and all orher places 
within ren Miles of rhe fame, was ſecond- 
ed by an Order of Council, on the fecond 
of November, wherein his Majeſty promi- 
ſed a reward of Twenty Pounds, to thoſe 
thar ſhould Diſcover any Officer or Soul- 
dier of his Majefties Guards, who having 
formerly taken rhe Oarhs of Allegiance, 
Supremacy, and. the Teſt, had ſince heen 
perverred, or ſhould hereafter be perver; 


red ro the Romiſh Religion. 


The Ninth of November, his Majeſty . 
came in his Robes into rhe Houſe of 
Lords ; whither rhe Commons being cal- 
led, his Majeſty made a Gracious Speech, 
thanking, both Heules for the Care they 
ſhewed for the ſafery and preſervation of 
his Perſon, promiſing the like on his pars 
for rhem, and offering his ready Affent ro 
the paſſing imo Laws all ſuch Bills as 


mig2r. 
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mighr ſecure their Religion, not only 
during his own Reign, bur alſo in the 
Reign of His Succeffors; provided they did 
not impeach the righr of Succeſſion in the 
rrue Line , nor reftrain the power and 
juſt righrs of His Majefty or His Prote- 
ftanrt Succeſlors. 


Shortly after His Majeſty ifſued our ſeve- 
ral Proclamations, as one for confining all 
Popiſh Recuſants within five miles of their 
reſpective dwellings ; another for appre- 
hending ſome perſons therein named, who 
were accuſed of rhe helliſh Plot; and a 
third, promiſing a preſent reward of twenty 
pounds *to any thar ſhould diſcover and 
cauſe ro be apprehended, any Popiſh Prieſt 
or Jeſuir, except thoſe thar were privi- 
ledged by the Law of the Land or that 
of Nations, as ſerving the Queen or Fo- 
reign Minifters. 2 


November 21 , One Wilbam Staley a 
Goldſmith, being indicted ar rhe Kings 
Bench Bar of High Treaſon , for Treaſorfa- 
ble words againſt His Majeſties Life , was 
convicted and condemned to be drawn 
hanged.,and quartered; which ſentence was 


on the 26th of the ſame month execured ar 
Tyburn. 


November 27th , Edward Coleman Eiq ; 
who on Friday before had been arraigned 
at the Kings Bench Bar for High Treaſon , 


in

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in conſpiring the Death of the King, ſub- 
verting His Government, andextirparting 
the rrue Proteſtant Religion, came ro his 
 Tryal , and being upon fullevidence con- 
victed , had Sentence pronounced againſt 
him next morning to be drawn, hangd, 
and quartered ; which was accordingly ex- 
ecured on the third of December following ; 
he being the firſt thar ſuffered for rhe Plor , 
whereof many beſides himſelf were, and 
ſtand ſtill accuſed. 


November 28th, His Majeſty at the hum - 
ble requeſt of rhe Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, afſembled in Parliament, was plea» 
{ed by Proclamation ro declare, That if a- 
ny Perſon or Perſons ſhould before the twenty 
fifth day of December following, make any 
further diſcovery of the horrid Deſion' againſt 
Hz Majeſties Sacred Perſon and Government z 
he, or they ſo diſcovering, ſhould not onely have 
the reward of two hundred pounds for every ſuch 
diſcovery upon due proof thereof, but if gmualty 
of the ſaid Deſign, or otherwiſe of concealing 
it, they ſhould hve Hu Majeſties Pardon. 


N-vember 3oth, His Majeſty in the Houſe 
of Lotds, gave His Royal Afenr ro an 
Act for the more effeCtual preſerving the 
Kings Perſon and Government, by difa- 
bling Papiſts from fitting in eicher Houle 
of Parliament; and in December following 
put out a Proclamation for dilarming and 
ſecuring all Popiſh Recuſants , or juſtly fo 
{uſpected. December 
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December 30th, His Majeſty preſent in 
the Houle of Lords, was pleafed ro Pro- 
rogue the Parliament rill the fourth of Fe- 
bruary. following ; which was afterward 
by Proclamation Fanuary 25th diffolved, 
and a new Parliament ſummoned to meer 
the fixth of March 167£. 


Zanuary 17th 1673, William Ireland a 
Jefair, Thomas Pickering a Lay-brother. of 
the 'Benedifiin Monks , and Fohn Grove an 
Ale-houſe-keeper, were arraigned and con- 
victed ar the Old Bailey, for having con- 
{pired rhe deſtruction of His Majeſtics Roy. 
41 Perſon, the ſubverſion of the Govern 
ment, and extirpation of the Proreſtanr 
Religion. The chief evidence againſt 
them were Mr. Oats, Mr. Bedlow, and one 
who had been a Serving Maid to Grove; 
they had Senrence pronounced againſt them 
ro be drawn, hangd, an1quarrtered ;' and 
accordingly Zanuary 24th, Ireland and 
Grove ſuffered ar Tyburn, Pickering lying 
ſtill reprieved in New-92:e. His Majefties 
Forces thar were recalled from Flanders , 
began this monrh firſt ro come over again. 


Monday the 1oth of February 1675 , Ry- 
bert Green , Henry Berry, and Lamrence Hill, 
three of the murderers of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey,were brought to their Tryal ar the 
Kengs Bench Bar, for the ſaid murder ; rhe 
main evidence againſt them were the a- 
bove-named 
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bove-named Bedlow and Praunce, the firſt 
declaring rhar he had ſeen the dead Body, 
and the other confefling he had had a hand 
in the murder; which was briefly thus 
commirred : Praunce, with the aforeſaid 
Green, Berry andHill , and ſome others, ha- 
ving laid their deſign before , and ſeveral times 
dogg'd Sir Edmondbury Godfrey ; on Satur- 
day night, the twelfth of October. finding him 
in the Strand, as he was returning home ; 
upon a plauſible pretext of keeping the peace 
between two Gentlemen that were ( as they 
made him believe) a quarrelling ; wheadled 
him into Somerſer-houſe, and there with a 
twiſted Hankerchief clapt about his Neck, ſome 
of them ſtrangled him, whilſt Praunce and 
Berry watched at the Gates. His dead Body 
they lodged in Somerſer-houſe 7:1! Wedneſday 
following , and then carried it out in a Sedan 
as far as Sohoe , where they mounted the ſame 
cn a Horſe, and ſo conveyed it to the Ditch , 
leaving it there barbarouſly pierced through 
with a Sword: Upon this evidence they were 
found guilty , condemned and executed.
